The  International  Orange  Travelling  Certificate,  issued  by  the  Imperial 
Grand  Orange  Council  of  the  World,  and  which  can  be  used  by  active  members  in 
entering  any  Lodge  of  the  Society  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Imperial  Orange 
Council,  can  now  be  obtained  from  the  Imperial  Grand  Secretary's  Office. 

International  Travelling  Certificates  Can  now  be  obtained  from  Grand  Secre- 
taries and  Provincial  and  State  Grand  Secretaries  by  Primary  Lodges.  They  will 
not  be  sent  direct  to  private  members.  These  Certificates  are  handsomely  got  up 
in  book  form  with  cloth  cover,  convenient  to  carry,  and  not  easily  soiled  or 
damaged.  They  are  issued  by  the  authority  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council 
for  the  special  purpose  of  encouraging  intervisitation  between  bona  fide  members 
of  different  Grand,  Provincial,  and  State  Grand  Lodges,  and  are  to  prevent 
imposition  on  the  Order.  A  Travelling  Certificate  issued  by  a  Lodge  to  a  Brother 
is  evidence  of  and  a  receipt  for  dues  to  the  date  filled  in  on  the  face  of  the  Cer- 
tificate. Orders  for  Certificates  must  be  accompanied  by  the  cash,  and  must  be 
under  the  seal  of  some  Lodge. 

Secretaries  of  Grand  Lodges  are  cautioned  against  sending  out  Certificates 
to  Primary  Lodges,  unless  they  are  assured  the  order  is  genuine,  and  they  are 
positive  the  order  is  through  the  officials  of  the  Primary  Lodge. 

The  price  of  Certificates  is  $2.40  (10  shillings)  per  doz.  to  Grand,  Provin- 
cial or  State  Grand  Lodges,  postage  paid,  from  Office  of  Imperial  Grand  Secretary. 
The  price  to  Primary  Lodges  is  30  cents  (Is.  3d.)  each,  postage  paid,  from  Office 
of  Grand,  Provincial,  or  State  Grand  Lodge.

The  Thirteenth  Triennial  Session  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  of  the 
Orange  Association  of  the  World  assembled  in  the  Concert  Room,  Rotunda  Buildings, 
Dublin,  Ireland,  this  day,  at  10  o'clock  a.m. 

Bro.  David  Graham.  New  York,  I.G.P.,  occupied  the  chair,  and  nominated  the  follow- 
ing Officers  pro  tern,  viz.  : — -Bro.  AYilliam  Young,  G.M.,  Scotland,  1st  Vice-President ;  Bro. 
Robert  Todd,  D.G.M.,  England,  2nd  Vice-President,  and  to  occupy  Deputy  Chair  ;  Bro. 
James  Rice,  Grand  Secretary,  Scotland,  to  act  as  Secretary  in  absence  of  the  I.G.S., 
Bro.  Pitts,  with  Bro.  James  Davidson,  A.D.G.S.  of  Ireland,  to  act  as  Imp.  Assist.  Grand 
Secretary. 

The  Imp.  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  (Bro.  Robert  Burns,  Toronto)  having  ascer- 
tained that  all  present  were  entitlad  to  remain,  the  Imp.  Grand  Council  was  opened  with 
the  usual  ceremonies,  Rev.  V  llliam  AYalsh,  Grand  Chaplain  of  British  America,  officiating 
as  Chaplain.

behalf  of  the  I-G.G,  the  Earl   of  Erne,  G.M., 
Ireland,  and  past  I.G.P.,  and  invited  him   to  a  seat   on   the  dais.     The  Earl  of  Erne,  on 


taking  his  seat  on  the  platform  was,  at  the  call  of  the   I.G.P.  accorded  a  hearty  Orange 
salute. 

Lord  Erne  then  addressed  the  Council,  expressing  his  appreciation  of  the  welcome 
given  him,  and  welcomed  the  delegates  on  behalf  of  the  G.L.  of  Ireland  to  Ireland's  capital, 
expressing  the  hope  that  all  might  spend  a  pleasant  and  agreeable  time  amongst  them. 

At  this  stage  of  the  business,  there  being  no  objections,  visitors,  duly  vouched  for, 
were  admitted  to  the  special  seats  provided  for  them  at  foot  of  hall. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Australia,  intimating  that  Bro. 
Jonathan  Edward  Webb,  now  on  a  visit  to  this  country,  had  since  his  departure  been 
expelled  the  Order,  and  warning  the  Imperial  Grand  Council  not  to  admit  him  should  he 
present  himself.  The  Imp.  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  was  instructed  accordingly, 
and  the  letter  was  remitted  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

The  Financial  Statement  was  then  read,  and  included  the  income  and  expenditure  up 
to  17th  June,  1903,  showing  an  income  of  £208,  16s,  7d.,  or  1016  dol.,  80  cents,  and  a 
minutely  detailed  account  of  expenditure,  amounting  to  £211.  5s.  7d.  or  1028  dol.  56  cents. 
leaving  a  deficit  of  £2,  9s.,  or  11  dol.,  76  cents. 

On  the  motion  of  Bro.  Dan.  Monroe,  seconded  by  Bro.  John  M'Millan,  the  Financial 
Statement  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance.

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  British  America  not  having1  paid  their  per  capita  tax  for  1903, 
Bro.  McMillan  said  that  his  Grand  Lodge  claimed  exemption,  because  they  considered  that 
they  had  already  paid  their  tax  through  their  Provincial  Grand  Lodges,  and  objected  to 
pay  twice. 

On  the  motion  of  Rev.  George  T.  Lemmon,  U.S.A.,  seconded  by  Bro.  John  M'Millan, 
the  whole  subject  was  remitted  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  reports  of  the  various  Grand  Lodges,  State  Grand  Lodges,  Provincial  Grand 
Lodges,  and  County  Lodges  were  read  by  the  Secretary,  and  referred  to  Committee  on 
Correspondence. 

The  Imperial  Grand  President,  Bro.  Graham,  from  the  chair,  read  the  following 
address : — 

President's  Address. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council,  assembled  in  the  City  of  Dublin, 

Ireland,  this  15th  day  of  July,  IQOJ. 

Brethren, — It  is  with  pleasure  and  pride  that  I  greet  you  and  give  you  a  cordial 
welcome  to  the  City  of  Dublin,  the  Capital  of  Ireland,  for  the  first  time  the  meeting  place 
of  this  Imperial  Grand  Council.  I  note  that  this  is  the  third  meeting  in  Ireland  (there  was, 
however,  a  preliminary  meeting  called  which  met  in  Belfast  in  1866,  for  the  formation  of 
the  first  Imperial  Grand  Council  the  following  year).     The  first  meeting  in  Ireland  being 
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held  July,  1876,  in  the  City  of  Londonderry,  no  doubt  in  honour  of  that  remarkable  siege, 
a  noted  historical  event  of  the  British  Empire ;  the  second  time  was  July,  1888,  in 
Carrickfergus,  noted  as  being  the  landing  place  of  William,  Prince  of  Orange,  in  Ireland ; 
the  third  time,  now,  in  this  beautiful  City  of  Dublin,  noted  for  its  Dublin  Castle,  Trinity 
College,  beautiful  and  extensive  parks  and  its  many  statutes,  the  principal  one,  to  my  mind, 
being  the  equestrian  statute  of  William  III.,  Prince  of  Orange,  in  College  Green. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  elaborate  on  the  history  of  this  Green  Isle,  in  the  Capital 
of  which  we  have  the  honor  to  assemble  to  confer  together  for  the  welfaie  of  the  Orange 
Order  throughout  the  World,  sufficient  will  be  a  passing  mention  of  a  few  notable  events, 
viz.  : — the  introduction,  it  is  supposed,  of  Christianity  by  St.  Patrick  about  the  year  430 ; 
English  and  Scotch  settlements  made  in  Ulster  by  James  I,  in  J609;  the  Seige  of  'Derry  in 
1688;  the  Battle  of  the  Boyne  in  1690;  unsuccessful  Irish  rebellions  in  1798  and  1841. 

While  sitting  here  in  conference,  let  one  fact  be  constantly  in  our  minds,  that  we  are 
within  measurable  distance  of  the  noted  places  in  the  Orange  History  of  the  battles  which 
are  directly  connected  with  the  organization  of  our  beloved  Order,  I  refer  to  'Derry, 
Enniskillen,  Aughrim,  and  the  Boyne. 

Again  do  I  greet  and  welcome  you,  not  as  a  British  subject  to  British  subjects,  but  as 
a  loyal  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  loyal  British  subjects  from  all  parts  of  the 
world,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  great  rejoicing  that  we  meet  here  as  brothers — the  Peer,  the 
merchant,  the  professional,  and  those  of  lowly  birth — and  can  clasp  hands  in  fraternal 
greeting  as  members  of  this  universal  and  international  brotherhood,  and  intermingle  our 
prayers  :  "God  save  the  King"  and  "God  save  the  Union." 

Three  years  ago  this  Imperial  Grand  Council  met  in  the  United  States  of  America,  in 
the  City  of  New  York,  which  many  here  present  will  recall  with  pleasant  memories.  At 
that  time  the  election  to  the  Presidency  of  this  Grand  Body  was  accorded  to  our  lamented 
brother  John  W.  Bell,  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  Canada.  Since  that  happy  event  there 
now  overhangs  a  pall,  for  on  July  5th,  1901,  Brother  Bell  passed  away  beyond  to  the 
Imperial  Grand  Council  above.  On  account  of  this  sad  event  your  humble  servant  was 
called  upon  to  take  up  the  unfinished  work,  and  it  is  with  deep  sorrow  that  I  mention  this 
sad  occurence  accompanied  as  it  is  by  the  "  Scythe  of  Time "  among  the  ranks  of  our 
illustrious  leaders,  and  I  would  suggest  that  suitable  space  be  accorded  in  our  records  to 
their  memory. 

The  fearless  and  able  leader,  N.  Clark  Wallace,  of  Ontario,  Canada,  died  October  8th, 
1901.  He  was  a  brother  whom  our  Canadian  brethren  looked  up  to  with  pride  as  a  man, 
and  relied  upon  as  their  chief. 

The  noble  and  heroic  William  Johnston,  of  Ballykilbeg,  Ireland,  died  July  17th,  1902 
■ — Ulster's  champion  of  our  cause — Who  "Suffered  long  and  was  kind"  ;  "was  not  easily 
provoked  "  ;  was  persecuted  for  his  faith  ;  was  thrust  into  prison  ;  who  protested  by  voice 
and  pen  against  the  encroachments  of  Rome ;  who  was  beloved  by  his  brethren  at  home 
and  abroad,  and  whose  motto  was  "  No  Surrender,"  and  his  memory  shall  never,  never  die. 

Would  it  be  considered  out  of  place  were  I  to  suggest  in  connection  with  the  foregoing, 
that  suitable  space  be  also  accorded  "  In  Memoriam  "  of  the  loss  sustained  to  the  two 
greatest  nations  of  the  earth  ? — The  death  of  the  noble,  good,  and  affectionate  mother, 
Victoria,  Queen  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  the  untimely  death,  by  the  hand  of  an 
assassin,  of  William  M'Kinley,  President  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Brethren,  we  meet  at  this  time  in  session  as  one  Grand  Universal  Council  of  all  the 
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Grand  Lodges  of  the  world,  for  all  outstanding  Grand  Lodges  have  now  come  into  the  fold, 
and  we  are  here  to  take  counsel  together  for  the  interest  of  the  Orange  Institution  of 
England,  Ireland,  Scotland,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  South  Africa,  Canada,  and  the  United 
States  of  America. 

I  will  briefly  review  the  work  of  the  past  three  years.  One  of  the  most  important 
features  is  the  accomplishment  of  perfect  harmony  in  all  the  Grand  Bodies  to  this  Grand 
Council.  Three  Grand  Charters  have  been  issued  by  this  Imperial  Council  to  the  following 
Grand  Lodges  : — Queensland,  West  Australia,  and  New  Zealand  (North  Island). 

In  accordance  with  the  unanimous  expression  of  the  Grand  Council  Meeting  in  New 
York,  every  effort  was  made  to  harmonize  the  procedure.  That  in  accordance  with  the 
Council  Constitution,  in  1902  and  1903  universal  annual  Passwords  were  forwarded  to  the 
Imperial  Grand  Secretary  to  be  issued  to  the  Grand  Lodges  throughout  the  World,  and  I 
am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  many  Grand  Lodges  accepted  same  and  used  them  for  the 
terms  for  which  they  were  issued,  and  an  effort  should  now  be  made  to  still  further  impress 
upon  all  Grand  Masters  the  necessity  of  accepting  the  universal  Passwords  in  the  future, 
as  it  is  one  of  the  greatest  incentives  for  universal  Orangeism.  I  understand  that  the 
Committee  on  Ritual  have  prepared  a  draft  for  reference  to  this  meeting,  and  I  would 
recommend  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  having  the  necessary  degrees  to  go  into  this 
work  and  report  at  this  meeting,  to  the  end  that  the  work  of  the  degrees  shall  be  universal. 
I  am  pleased  to  report  that  all  matters  of  previous  dispute  which  have  been  up  before  this 
Grand  Council  have  now  been  amicably  settled.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  report  the 
satisfactory  financial  standing  which  will  be  presented  to  this  Grand  Body,  and  in  con- 
nection with  this,  I  would  recommend  that  the  Imperial  Grand  Secretary  receive  sufficient 
salary,  so  that  he  can  devote  more  time  and  attention  to  the  increasing  duties  of  his  office. 
I  hope  that  some  adequate  means  may  be  adopted  to  secure  systematic  visitation  to  Grand 
and  Subordinate  Lodges  by  a  representative  of  this  Council. 

Brethren,  the  eyes  of  the  whole  World  are  upon  us  to-day ;  the  press  is  eager  for  news 
of  our  assembly,  so  that  it  may  be  transmitted  near  and  far;  our  brethren  in  the  land  of  the 
Orient,  in  Africa,  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  the  Isles  of  the  Sea,  in  Canada  and  the 
United  States  of  America,  are  all  anxiously  awaiting  for  the  transmission  of  news  from  this 
Imperial  Grand  Council.  But  do  all  the  peoples  outside  the  pale  of  our  vast  organization 
know  fully  and  perfectly  why  we  are  banded  together?  Does  the  outside  world  realize  that 
we  are  Protestants  ?  Are  our  principles  thoroughly  understood  ?  If  not,  then  let  them  be 
published  broadcast,  that  the  Protestant  religion  and  the  liberties  of  England  and  America 
we  will  maintain,  and  that  we  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  in  defence  of  civil  and  religious 
liberty,  gained  for  us  by  our  forefathers  at  'Deny,  Enniskillen,  Aughrim,  and  the  Boyne ; 
that  we  stand  by  the  Faith  once  delivered  to  the  Saints ;  that  we  uphold  an  open  Bible  in 
National  and  Public  Schools ;  and  that  our  motto  is  "  No  Surrender." 

Brethren,  it  is  a  matter  of  great  rejoicing  to  me — though  tempered  with  sorrow  when  the 
sad  occurrence  gave  me  the  honoured  privilege  of  being  your  President — that  I  had  the 
unanimous  support  and  co-operation  of  all  the  officers  and  brethren  of  this  Grand  Council, 
and  I  would  particularly  mention  the  loyal  support  and  assistance  given  to  me  by  our 
worthy  brother  H.  H.  Pitt,  Imperial  Grand  Secretary,  whose  communications  gave  me  the 
courage  necessary  to  carry  out  the  work,  whose  ability  for  the  office  is  universally  known, 
and  I  am  sure  that  none  will  doubt  the  fact  that  he  is  the  right  man  in  the  right  place. 

As  we  are  here  internationally  represented,  we  each  and  all  look  with  pride  to  the 
flags  which  protect  us.     The  Union  Jack,  the  flag  of  the  greatest  and  most  powerful  nation 
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of  the  earth,  upon  whose  shores  the  sun  never  sets,  whose  army  is  invincible  and  whose 
navy  is  "  Mistress  of  the  Seas,"  "  The  flag  which  braved  a  thousand  years  the  battle  and 
the  breeze."  The  Star-spangled  Banner,  representing  that  nation  across  the  Atlantic  which 
is  "  The  land  of  the  free,  and  the  home  of  the  brave,"  granting  protection  for  the  brawny 
sons  of  those  as  are  here  represented,  as  well  as  over  those  of  other  nations  of  the  earth 
seeking  its  shelter — a  flag  that  has  never  been  trailed  in  the  dust.  These  two  flags  mean 
the  fullest  and  perfect  civil  and  religious  freedom.  Join  them  together,  let  the  folds  of  the 
one  intermingle  with  the  folds  of  the  other — this  is  not  a  wild  dream  or  passing  fancy — to 
the  end,  the  perfect  unity  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  ensuring  the  fullest  liberty,  progress  and 
prosperity,  then  "Tie  the  flags  together,  boys,"  and  all  nations  of  the  earth,  even  if 
combined,  would  bow  in  humble  submission  and  respect. 

Oh,  the  mighty  Anglo-Saxon  though  parted  they  have  been, 
At  last  have  met  in  sympathy  through  clangers  unforeseen  ; 
Three  cheers  for  England's  giant  son,  the  Eagle  of  the  West, 
Who,  championing  the  People's  cause,  descends  from  out  his  nest. 

Lift  high  the  Star-spangled  Banner,  lift  high  the  Union  Jack, 
We'll  show  the  world  we  will  not  have  our  progress  driven  back. 

This  is  no  age  for  despotism,  we  will  united  be 

To  set  the  people  of  the  earth  from  every  tyrant  free. 

Down  with  the  wretched  slanderers  of  Jonathan  and  John, 

And  every  rebel  'gainst  the  law  for  all — not  made  for  one. 

Lift  high  the  Star-spangled  Banner,  lift  high  the  Union  Jack, 
We'll  show  the  world  we  will  not  have  our  progress  driven  back. 

May  harmony,  peace,  and  brotherly  kindness  govern  all  our  deliberations,  and  may 
"  God  Save  the  King,"  and  "  God  Save  the  Union."

Lord  Erne  stated  the  address  was  one  of  the  best  he  had  ever  heard  on  such  an 
occasion,  being  replete  with  historical  facts  and  knowledge  of  the  work  of  our  Order,  and 
concluded  by  moving  that  the  address  be  referred  to  the  Committee  appointed  for  that 
purpose,  and  published  in  next  Report— seconded  by  Bro.  Rev.  William  Walsh  and 
agreed  to. 

The  report  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Secretary  was  then  read  as  follows  :  — 

Report  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Secretary. 

To  the  Most   Worshipful  The  Imperial  Grand  President,   Officers  and  Representatives 
of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  of  the    World. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brothers, — The  gathering  of  representatives,  loyal  Orangemen  from 
all  over  the  English-speaking  world,  in  the  famous  old  city  of  Dublin— a  city  looked  upon 
as  the  centre  of  sedition,  discontent,  and  disunion — to  discuss  matters  having  for  their 
object  the  consolidation  of  the  Empire,  the  propagation  of  the  principles  of  Orangeism, 
and  the  advancement  and  dissemination  of  the  Protestant  religion,  will  ever  stand  forth 
in  letters  of  gold  in  Orange  and  Protestant  history. 
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The  representatives  from  the  Colonies  and  the  United  States  of  America  bring  to  the 
Motherland  the  greetings  and  brotherly  love  of  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Orangemen 
they  represent,  and  can  assure  them  that  the  brothers  in  the  far-off  lands  are  imbued  with 
the  same  fervor  for  the  Protestant  religion,  fealty  to  the  Crown  and  its  prerogatives,  and 
loyalty  to  the  Orange  Order  that  are  characteristic  of  the  true  patriots  of  Ireland,  who 
have  done  so  much  to  prevent  the  disintegration  of  the  Empire. 

It  would  seem  as  if  this  gathering  of  representatives  from  the  British  possessions 
across  the  seas,  our  brethren  of  the  Republic  of  the  United  States,  and  the  home  members, 
was  a  herald  of  peace  to  this  country,  which  has  seen  so  much  of  turmoil  and  bitter 
religious  and  political  strife.  It  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  year  has  brought 
together  much  of  the  discordant  elements,  and  that  there  is  a  hope  that  in  the  near  future 
Ireland  may  be  allowed  to  develop  her  many  industries,  and  achieve  that  prosperity  to 
which  her  position  and  the  energy  and  ability  of  her  people  properly  assign  her. 

In  presenting  my  second  Triennial  Report,  it  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  to  be  able  to 
assure  you  that  the  prosperity  and  progress  which  had  in  such  a  notable  degree  followed 
the  work  of  the  first  three  years  has  in  no  way  abated,  and  that  at  no  time  in  the  history 
of  Orangeism  has  the  Society  been  more  consolidated,  more  united  in  its  objects,  and  more 
aggressive  in  its  work  than  at  the  present.  From  every  jurisdiction  come  encouraging 
reports,  and  many  returns  show  substantial  increases  in  membership  and  a  corresponding 
increase  in  influence. 

Thirty-five  years  ago,  on  Wednesday,  the  17th  July,  1867,  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  was  held  in  Radley's  Hotel,  Blackfriars  Street,  London, 
and  triennially  since  meetings  have  been  held  in  important  Orange  centres.  At  the  time 
of  the  first  gathering  the  Order  was  principally  in  the  British  Isles.  Since  that  time, 
however,  there  has  been  a  rapid  increase,  particularly  in  the  British  Colonies,  as  well  as 
in  the  United  States,  until  at  the  present  time  Old  Ireland — which  we  all  love  to  look 
upon  as  the  birthplace  of  the  Society — will  have  to  look  well  to  her  laurels,  for  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  is  rapidly  overtaking  if  not  already  numerically  at  the  forefront  of 
the  Grand  Lodges.  The  United  States  and  the  Australian  Colonies  have  also  greatly 
increased  their  numbers  and  influence  in  these  thirty-five  years. 

In  those  matters  which  have  been  particularly  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Imperial 
Grand  Orange  Council,  the  last  six  years  have  shown  by  far  the  greatest  and  most 
noticeable  advancement.  The  spirit  of  Imperialism  has  been  broadcast  throughout  the 
Colonies.  Everywhere  among  the  brethren  there  has  been  sounded  out  the  call  for  union, 
universalism,  and  harmony,  instead  of  each  Grand  Lodge  being  an  isolated  centre,  having 
its  own  set  forms,  ceremonies,  and  parochial  objects.  It  has  long  been  felt  and  emphasized 
when  opportunity  presented,  that  there  should  be,  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  general 
working  and  welfare  of  the  Order,  one  universal  method  of  procedure ;  one  established 
and  recognised  book  of  forms ;  and  one  universal  method  of  securing  membership  in  the 
Order ;  and  that  an  Orangeman  should  be  a  brother  Orangeman  the  world  over,  and  if  in 
active  membership  should  not  be  debarred  from  either  taking  his  seat  with  the  brethren 
as  a  visitor,  or  in  a  simple  and  convenient  method  be  able  to  transfer  his  membership  to 
his  new  home.  I  sincerely  trust  that  it  augurs  for  good  that  in  the  tide  of  immigration 
that  has  set  in  toward  the  Colonies  of  Orangemen  who  desire  to  better  their  condition  of 
life,  that  in  leaving  so  many  relatives  and  friends  in  the  Order  at  home  who  wish  them 
well,  it  will  be  an  incentive  to  our  Irish  brethren  to  take  a  greater  interest  in,  and  facilitate 
more  rapid  and  efficient  transfer  of  certificates.      For  certainly   the  home   lodges  have 
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given  the  Imperial  Secretary  no  end  of  trouble  in  securing  the  much  longed-for  transfer 
of  membership  where  there  has  been  neglect  in  securing  it  before  they  left  home. 

It  would  seem  desirable  to  emphasize  the  fact,  too,  that  the  Orange  Society  does  not 
exist  specially  for  political  purposes,  though  no  doubt  there  are  times  when  great  effort  is 
necessary  to  overthrow  the  schemes  of  the  hierarchy,  and  to  this  end  it  is  necessary  to  use 
that  efficacious  instrument,  the  ballot,  to  secure  our  rights.  We  denounce  the  methods  of. 
the  Church  of  Rome  in  curtailing  the  individual  liberty  and  freedom  of  part  of  its  adherents. 
We  must,  therefore,  not  lose  sight  of  the  possibility  of  carrying  paity  feeling  to  too 
extreme  a  position.  Thank  God,  this  is  not  a  political  Society  in  the  sense  that  abject 
grovelling  and  open  catering  to  the  Church  of  Pome  and  her  emissaries,  by  any  political 
party,  can  still  ensure  them  the  support  of  loyal  Orangemen,  because  they  have  supported 
them  in  the  past.  The  true,  God-ordained  mission  of  the  Orange  Society  is  education 
and  protection;  the  building  up  of  character ;  inspiring  its  members  with  a  fervent  zeal 
for  our  holy  religion,  and  for  making  better  and  nobler  men.  On  the  broad  platform  of 
the  fatherhood  of  God,  and  the  brotherhood  of  man,  we  go  into  the  world  with  a  mission 
that  will  command  respect  and  abherents,  and  is  a  sure  warrant  for  usefulness  and 
perpetuity.  Thus  are  we  brother  Orangemen — though  we  come  together  from  the 
furthermost  parts  of  the  earth — bound  together  by  an  insoluble  tie,  united  by  a  universal 
motive,  descendants  of  the  heroes  of  Aughrim  and  the  Boyne. 

Our  Losses. 

But  before  referring  specially  to  the  work  of  the  last  three  years,  it  is  but  fitting  to 
draw  your  attention  to  the  irreparable  losses  the  Orange  Society  has  sustained  within  the 
last  three  years.  For  while  there  has  been  much  to  encourage,  there  have  been  sad  days 
of  mourning  and  bleeding  hearts  in  our  midst.  Few  organizations  have  been  called  upon 
to  record  the  dropping  from  the  ranks  of  so  many  renowned  leaders. 

The  first  to  hear  the  call  was  our  beloved  Imperial  Grand  President,  Bro.  John  W.  Bell, 
member  of  the  Canadian  Parliament  for  Addington.  Bro.  Bell  was  elected  to  the  highest 
gift  of  the  Orange  Association  at  New  York,  having  served  the  previous  three  years  as 
Vice-President  of  the  Council.  He  was  singularly  happy  and  loveable  in  his  disposition, 
and  a  man  of  sterling  character.  During  the  brief  time  he  occupied  the  high  office  of 
President  his  sole  effort  and  ambition  was  to  extend  the  bounds  and  increase  the  usefulness 
of  the  Orange  Association,  and  no  labour  was  too  exhaustive  for  him  to  attempt  to  that 
end.  In  Parliament  he  gave  no  uncertain  declaration  of  principles,  but  was  ever  to  the 
fore  protecting  Protestant  rights.  He  has  passed  on,  carrying  with  him  the  esteem  of  all 
who  knew  him. 

The  next  to  receive  the  call  was  Past  Imperial  Grand  President,  Hon.  N.  Clarke 
Wallace,  member  of  the  Canadian  Parliament  for  West  York.  No  man  in  Canadian 
Orangeism  has  taken  the  prominent  and  heroic  part  in  the  political  history  of  that  country 
that  can  be  ascribed  to  Bro.  Wallace.  He  stood  at  the  forefront  of  the  battle  for  equal 
rights  ;  for  a  free  untramelled  education ;  for  Orange  incorporation ;  for  the  disallowance 
of  the  Jesuits'  Estates  Acts — a  burning  question  at  one  time  in  Canadian  politics,  and 
within  the  memory  of  the  younger  generation.  He  retired  from  a  lucrative  portfolio  in 
the  Government  rather  than  support  a  measure  of  coercion  upon  the  Province  of  Manitoba, 
by  which  interference  was  attempted  by  the  Dominion  Parliament  to  compel  the  estab- 
lishment of  sectarian  schools.     To  him  was  ascribed  the  honour  of  having  frustrated  the 
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attempt  of  the  hierarchy  to  overthrow  Provincial  rights  in  their  attempt  to  control 
education,  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  to  the  insanity  of  the  Government  of  that  daj^  in 
its  catering  and  truckling  to  the  wishes  of  the  hierarchy,  may  be  ascribed  their  downfall, 
and  their  loss  of  the  confidence  of  the  Protestant  electors.  It  would  be  wise  for  other 
legislative  bodies  to  take  heed  to  the  lessons  of  history,  and  not  too  far  tighten  the  tension 
of  an  exasperated,  yet  long-suffering  Protestant  public,  in  the  way  of  endowments  and 
such  like  to  Eoman  Catholic  institutions. 

In  the  Homeland  the  Order  has  had  to  deeply  mourn.  Among  the  number  of 
prominent  workers  who  have  heard  the  call  to  go  up  higher  were,  The  Eight  Hon.  Lord 
Farnham,  Grand  Secretary  for  Ireland,  and  at  the  time  Grand  Master  for  Belfast, 
Bro.  Farnham,  as  a  descendant  from  those  who  fought  for  Protestant  principles,  well 
sustained  the  reputation  and  honour  of  those  who  had  gone  before.  He  was  highly 
esteemed  by  the  brethren,  and  his  death  was  sincerely  mourned  by  the  Society. 

Another  stalwart,  whose  name — by  reason  of  the  peculiar  circumstances  and  trials 
through  which  he  had  to  pass,  as  champion  of  Orange  and  Protestant  liberty — had  become 
a  household  word  in  Orange  circles,  was  suddenly  called  away.  To  Wm.  Johnston, 
Member  of  Imperial  Parliament  for  South  Belfast,  has  always  been  ascribed  the  honour  of 
having  first  united  the  brotherhood  in  this  Imperial  Grand  Council,  and  a  perusal  of  the 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  various  meetings  since  its  inception  shows  that  he  gave 
to  it  his  best  energies  and  the  ability  with  which  he  was  so  eminently  endowed.  His 
visits  to  other  Orange  jurisdictions  brought  him  in  contact  with  a  large  number  of  the 
members.  His  genial  manner,  his  whole-hearted  Christian  principles  endeared  him  to  the 
membership  everywhere.  His  name  has  been  written  among  Orangemen  on  the  tablet 
of  enduring  memory. 

The  reports  from  the  various  Grand  Lodges  show  that  the  grim  reaper  has  been  busy 
with  our  leaders,  and  that  many  of  them  have  fallen  with  their  faces  to  the  foe  in  the  last 
three  years. 

Office  Work. 

Immediately  on  my  return  from  the  New  York  session,  I  began  arranging  and 
compiling  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  of  that  session,  preparatory  to  the  issuing  of  the 
Triennial  Eeport  on  rather  more  of  an  elaborate  nature  than  usual.  Having  in  view  the 
fact  that  one  of  the  special  aims  of  the  Council  is  the  distribution  of  Orange  literature,  and 
that  no  printed  page  would  be  more  acceptable  to  the  Society  as  a  whole  than  a  knowledge 
of  what  was  being  done  by  the  higher  branch,  as  well  as  by  the  various  Grand  Lodges, 
and,  with  the  apj)roval  of  the  President,  I  arranged  for  the  issue  of  an  edition  of  5000 
copies  of  the  Journals  of  Proceedings.  One  thousand  copies  of  these  were  printed  on 
rather  better  paper  than  the  ordinary  Minutes,  and  were  sold  as  souvenir  volumes  at  One 
Shilling  each.  While  unable  to  make  the  receipts  from  the  souvenirs  entirely  pay  the  cost 
of  issuing  the  Minutes,  it  was  a  material  assistance. 

Disputes  Settled. 

Matters  having  reference  to  a  long  standing  dispute  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
New  Zealand  had  been  referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Bros.  Wm.  Johnston, 
M.P. ;  J.  W.  Bell,  M.P.,  and  the  Imperial  Secretary.  The  Committee  met  at  the  close  of 
the  New  York  session  and  outlined  a  course  to  be  pursued  with  reference  to  the  matters 
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under  consideration,  which  had  been  before  this  Council  for  several  sessions,  The  matter 
was  taken  up  by  correspondence,  promptly  and  decisively,  and  I  am  glad  to  report  that 
the  whole  trouble  has  been  amicably  settled.  A  new  Warrant  has  been  issued  by  the 
Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  North  Island,  and 
the  question  of  title  of  that  Grand  Lodge  definitely  agreed  upon  satisfactory  to  all  parties. 

The  instructions  of  the  Council  at  last  session  to  have  a  proper  Seal  prepared  has 
been  carried  out.  A  design  was  selected  and  submitted  to  the  Imperial  Grand  President, 
Bro.  Bell,  and  upon  his  approval  the  Seal  was  duly  secured. 

Immediately  at  the  close  of  the  last  session  I  was  sent  the  Triennial  Pass  by  the 
Imperial  Grand  President,  and  transmitted  it  in  cipher  to  the  various  Grand  Secretaries 
and  Grand  Masters.  I  also  obtained  from  our  Grand  President  each  year  in  December, 
the  proposed  annual,  and  had  circular  letters  and  slips  containing  the  Pass  in  cipher  sent 
to  the  proper  authority  in  each  Grand  Lodge,  with  the  request  that  if  possible  they 
conform  with  the  wish  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Council  for  a  Universal  Annual,  by  adopting 
that  sent  them.  It  was  felt  at  the  last  Council  meeting  that  in  no  way  could  the  Order 
be  bound  closer  together,  and  better  show  its  thorough  union  of  purpose  than  by  a 
Universal  Annual.  Some  Grand  Lodges  appear  to  have  neglected  to  take  advantage  of 
the  opportunity ;  some  seemed  to  think  it  was  encroaching  upon  their  prerogatives,  and 
might  end  in  some  loss  of  prestige  or  influence ;  but  by  far  the  largest  number  readily 
accepted  the  Pass-word  issued  by  the  Council,  and  showed  a  practical  interest  in  the 
movement  for  world-wide  Orangeism.  I  have  no  doubt  as  the  objects  of  the  Imperial 
Grand  Orange  Council,  in  thus  inviting  cooperation  among  Grand  Lodges  in  this  matter, 
are  better  understood  there  will  not  be  hesitancy  or  fear  entertained  in  any  Grand  Lodge, 
but  that  all  will  assist  to  make  the  Association  such  that  an  active  Orangeman  of  any 
Grand  Lodge  will  be  recognized  as  a  member  of  the  Society  anywhere. 

In  pursuance  of  Resolution  of  Council  1900,  carrying  out  the  Resolutions  19  and  25 
of  the  Triennial  session  in  Edinburgh,  1885,  I  procured  a  design  for  a  Travelling  Certifi- 
cate, and  submitted  it  to  the  Imperial  Grand  President.  Upon  his  approval,  I  had  the 
same  engraved  and  500  copies  printed  and  bound.  They  were  issued  only  to  Grand 
Secretaries,  under  seal  of  their  Grand  Lodges,  and  were  sold  at  such  a  price  as  to  give 
those  Grand  Lodges  a  profit,  while  the  member  applying  for  the  same  paid  the  sum  of  one 
shilling.  In  some  Grand  Lodges  they  have  become  very  popular,  and  they  have  already 
returned  to  the  Council  treasury  the  cost  entailed  in  issuing  the  same.  As  soon  as  they 
are  better  known  there  should  be  a  large  demand,  as  they  practically  take  the  place  of  a 
receipt  for  dues. 

International  Bureau  of  Information. 

The  brethren  of  the  New  York  session  saw  fit  to  create  an  office  or  Bureau  of  Infor- 
mation with  the  office  of  Imp.  Grand  Secretary.  The  main  object  was  to  faciltate  the 
securing  of  Certificates  and  the  transfer  of  membership  from  one  jurisdiction  to  another. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  immense  good  resulting  from  such  a  Bureau,  but  it  greatly 
increases  the  work  of  the  Imp.  Grand  Secretary.  It  has  been  necessary  to  send  out 
hundreds  of  letters  endeavouring  to  secure  information  regarding  lost  and  uncalled  for 
Certificates,  and  to  endeavour  to  secure  Certificates  for  members  who  have  neglected  to 
keep  themselves  in  good  standing  in  their  home  Lodges.  If  our  good  brethren  on  this 
side  would  consider  the  anxiety  some  of  their  old  friends  have  to  continue  membership 
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when  across  the  seas  and  would  answer  communications  promptly,  it  would  greatly 
facilitate  the  transfer  of  membership.  Possibly  all  Grand  Secretaries  might  be  open  to 
criticism  in  this  respect,  but  we  do  feel  that  the  County  Grand  Secretaries  for  Ireland  are 
a  little  the  greatest  transgressors,  because  the  calls  for  old  Certificates  have  been  made 
more  extensively  upon  our  Irish  Lodges.  It  has  been  impossible  to  keep  a  record  of  all 
the  Certificates  secured,  but  the  letter  copying  books  are  full  of  fervent  and  heart-rending 
appeals  to  officials  of  Grand,  County  and  Primary  Lodges  to  assist  in  securing  the  same. 
No  doubt  it  will  be  easier  obtaining  these  Certificates  in  the  future.  This  Bureau  has 
also  had  a  full  share  of  miscellaneous  questions  on  Orange  matters  generally  to  reply  to. 

It  will  be  a  matter  of  satisfaction  that  at  the  time  of  preparing  this  Report  no  appeals 
or  matters  of  dispute  have  been  handed  me  to  transmit  to  the  Council  for  adjustment.  So 
far,  all  the  vexatious  questions  have  been  settled  without  the  necessity  for  reference. 

The  Universal  Ritual. 

One  of  the  matters  which  has  occupied  much  time  and  attention,  and  necessitated  a 
large  amount  of  correspondence,  has  been  the  work  of  the  Committee  appointed  in  July, 
1900,  to  revise  and  prepare  a  Universal  Ritual  suitable  for  the  several  Grand  Lodges. 
For  years  the  Council  has  been  deluged  with  correspondence  from  nearly  every  Grand 
Lodge  asking  that  an  authoritative  Universal  Ritual  and  Book  of  Forms  be  compiled  and 
issued  by  the  Imperial  Grand  Council  in  the  interests  of  the  Order  generally,  that  the 
present  anomaly  of  a  different  form  for  each  Grand  Lodge  be  done  away  with.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  a  Committee  at  New  York  in  1900.  (The  report  of  said  Com- 
mittee will  be  found  on  page  42  of  the  Journals.)  The  Committee  organized,  but  owing 
to  the  distance  which  separated  its  members  during  interim,  it  was  necessary  to  carry  on 
the  work  almost  entirely  by  correspondence.  Imp.  Grand  President  Bell  was  elected 
Chairman  and  the  Imp.  Grand  Secretary  as  Secretary  of  the  Committee.  A  most  earnest 
and  exhaustive  effort  has  been  made  by  the  Committee  to  weave  out  of  the  intricate 
propositions  offered  and  drafts  of  Rituals  submitted,  one  that  will  have  a  possibility  of 
commending  itself  to  the  Order,  while  not  interfering  with  any  of  the  old  time  usages 
and  ceremonies.  No  effort  was  made  to  change  in  the  least  any  of  the  lecture  work.  It 
was  recognized  by  the  Committee  that  only  by  co-operation  and  mutual  concessions, 
entirely  on  non-essentials,  however,  would  it  be  possible  to  secure  the  harmony  and  unity 
to  be  enjoyed  by  universal  procedure.  It  is  not  a  matter  upon  which  the  Imperial  Grand 
Council  can  legislate,  but  can  only  recommend,  thought  it  is  one  that  ought  to  appeal  to 
every  progressive  Orangeman  as  a  necessity  in  these  days  of  consolidation  and  unification. 

The  amended  drafts  of  the  Orange  and  Royal  Arch  Purple  Degrees  wiM  be  submitted 
to  you,  and  the  Committee  having  it  in  charge  suggest  that  a  Committee  consisting  of 
qualified  members,  i.e.,  members  who  have  these  degrees,  have  this  draft  of  Ritual  referred 
to  them  to  report  upon  at  this  session.  It  would  seem  a  matter  better  dealt  with  in 
committee. 

Statistical. 

A  report  from  Grand  Lodges  that  have  forwarded  returns  of  their  numerical  standing 
and  progress  since  the  1900  session  is  appended.  It  will  be  seen  that  everywhere  there 
has  been  substantial  gains.  Judging  from  the  commendatory  letters  received  at  the  office 
of  your  Secretary,  some  of  this  progress  may  be  fairly  claimed  as  a  result  of  the  work  of 
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this  Council  for  the  last  few  years,  and  which  are  now  beginning  to  bear  fruit.  As  during 
the  former  term,  it  was  arranged  with  the  Imperial  Grand  Treasurer,  Bro.  Jermyn,  that 
the  collection  of  the  fees  of  the  Council  should  be  made  through  the  office  of  the  Secretary, 
who  is  naturally  brought  closer  in  contact  with  the  officials  of  the  Grand  Lodges.  The 
receipts  grew  in  the  three  years  ending  1900  from  nil  to  £123,  and  there  has  been  a  steady 
improvement  and  increase  in  the  three  years  ending  May,  1903. 

An  Imperial  Propagation  Fund. 

As  the  representatives  present  will  fulty  understand,  the  entire  receipts  of  the  Council 
depend  upon  the  nominal  fees  paid  in  by  Grand,  State  and  Provincial  Grand  Lodges. 
Prior  to  his  death,  the  late  Imp.  Grand  President,  Bro.  Bell,  instructed  your  Secretary  to 
inform  the  County  Grand  Lodges  of  Ireland,  that  if  they  so  desired  it,  he  could  see  no 
reason  why  they  should  not  participate  in  the  privileges  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Council  on 
the  same  status  as  the  State  and  Provincial  Grand  Lodges,  and  I  issued  a  circular  to  the 
Lodges  referred  to,  to  that  effect,  asking  them  to  contribute  to  our  work  on  the  same  basis, 

With  the  extension  of  the  work,  and  as  the  opportunities  for  increased  usefulness 
developed,  it  became  apparent  that  the  revenues  were  entirely  inadequate  to  meet  the 
growing  necessities  of  the  Grand  Council.  The  call  from  all  over  the  Orange  jurisdiction 
is  for  qualified  organizers  and  instructors  to  assist  weak  Lodges,  to  explain  the  private 
work,  to  adopt  up-to-date  methods  of  propagating  the  Association.  Long  ago,  every 
fraternal  institution  that  hoped  to  be  anything  had  adopted  aggressive  methods,  and  while 
the  Orange  Association  has  depended  upon  the  loyalty  and  patriotism  of  its  members  to 
recruit  its  ranks,  others,  with  far  less  reason  for  their  existence,  have  forged  ahead  of  us. 
For  months  before  his  death,  our  highly  esteemed  Past  President,  Bro.  Wm.  Johnston,  the 
Imp.  Grand  President,  Bro.  Graham,  and  your  Secretary  were  in  constant  communication 
to  devise  methods  of  carrying  out  this  work  and  securing  the  necessary  funds.  It  was 
felt  that  if  put  fairly  before  the  membership  what  were  the  necessities,  and  the  great  good 
that  could  be  effected  by  a  small  contribution,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  many  primary 
Lodges  have  all  they  can  do  to  meet  their  honest  indebtedness,  there  would  be  a  generous 
response  from  private  members,  and  thus  a  great  work  would  be  inaugurated.  Among 
the  last  papers  received  from  Bro.  Johnston  by  your  Secretary  was  a  draft  of  the  proposed 
appeal,  revised  by  him  and  to  which  he  adds  the  following  : — "  I  entirely  approve  of  the 
foregoing  circular,  as  verbally  corrected,  and  endorse  its  sentiments,"  to  which  he  appends 
his  signature.  This  draft  I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  and  recommend  that 
the  matter  of  an  Imperial  Orange  Propagation  Fund  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee 
of  the  Council,  to  report  upon  at  this  session,  and  that  the  draft  of  the  circular  letter 
referred  to  be  submitted  to  them  for  consideration,  with  the  entire  subject  of  such  a  fund. 

Correspondence,  Letters,  Circulars,  &c. 

As  far  as  possible  I  have  endeavoured  to  keep  letterpress  copies  of  all  letters  of 
importance,  and  to  file  away  for  reference  those  received.  Two  large  letter  books  have 
been  filled,  and  the  work  has  entailed  so  great  a  tax  on  time  in  sending  out  circulars, 
stamping  and  mailing  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Accounts  for  fees,  answering  letters 
regarding  Certificates  and  other  information  regarding  standing  of  brethren,  and  especially 
revising  drafts  [of  proposed  Bitual   and  other   committee  work,  with  my  other  duties 
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pressing  on  me,  obliged  me  to  secure  assistance  for  the  routine  work.  Fully  20,000  copies 
of  Reports,  circulars,  and  letters  have  been  sent  out,  and  I  beg  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  Council  to  the  fact  that  it  has  come  to  a  time  when  it  will  be  either  necessary  to  drop 
a  lar  e  amount  of  the  work  undertaken  of  late  years,  or  to  provide  a  salary  for  the  in- 
coming Secretary  sufficient  to  warrant  him  giving  the  personal  attention  imperative  to  the 
successful  carrying  on  of  the  work.  Typewriting,  alone,  will  cost  more  than  the  £20  a 
year  so  far  provided  for  the  work.  If,  in  the  wisdom  of  the  Council,  it  is  decided  to  call 
upon  the  Association  to  assist  in  an  aggressive  Orange  campaign  by  contributing  to  an 
Imperial  Fund,  I  believe  it  to  be  the  wise  policy  of  the  Society  to  select  an  energetic, 
competent,  well-informed  brother  to  carry  out  the  scheme ;  to  allow  him  a  salary  com- 
mensurate with  the  task  and  the  work  laid  upon  him,  and  emphasize  the  fact  that  the 
salary  depends  largely  upon  the  method  he  adopts  to  raise  the  funds  for  the  same. 
Unless  the  fact  is  appreciated  that  the  Council  has  no  funds  except  from  generous 
donations  and  the  small  fees  contributed  by  Grand  Lodges,  there  is  likely  to  be  dis- 
appointment and  annual  deficits  ■  so  that  it  must  rest  with  the  Secretary  to  devise  means 
for  carrying  on  the  financial  as  well  as  the  propagation  feature  of  the  work. 

In  Conclusion. 

In  closing  my  sixth  year  of  Secretaryship,  I  desire  to  express  the  great  pleasure  it 
has  given  me  to  carry  on  this  branch  of  Orange  work.  With  Bros.  Johnston  and  Bell 
there  was  no  stint  of  appreciation  and  assistance,  and  many,  many  others  who  have  the 
Order  at  heart  have  lent  invaluable  aid  in  carrying  on  the  work.  Especially  do  I  desire 
to  make  mention,  in  grateful  appreciation  of  the  kindness  and  courtesy  shown  me,  of  our 
Imperial  Grand  President,  Bro.  David  Graham,  who,  in  every  way  possible,  has  en- 
deavoured to  facilitate  the  carrying  on  of  the  work,  which  to  him  has  indeed  appeared  to 
be  a  labour  of  love. 

This  is  a  great  Society.  Its  usefulness  and  influence  are  only  circumscribed  by  the 
enthusiasm  of  its  leaders,  I  trust  that  the  coming  years  may  see  still  greater  strides,  a 
still  more  marked  degree  of  progress. 

I  had  been  confidently  looking  forward  for  the  last  three  years  to  again  meeting  with 
the  many  personal  and  dear  friends  I  had  made  in  the  "  home  land,"  but  as  the  time 
approaches  for  the  session  I  find  that  the  business  relations  I  have  recently  taken  up  will 
prevent  my  being  present  at  the  Dublin  session.  I  shall  see  that  the  necessary  papers  are 
at  the  session,  and  will  transmit  to  my  successor  in  office  all  the  official  documents, 
records,  seal,  and  reports,  that  he  may  be  fully  equipped  to  go  on  with  the  work. 
Believing  that  this  will  be  one  of  the  most  important  sessions  of  the  Triennial  Council 
ever  held,  and  praying  that  all  may  result  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Society.

Keag,  Chicago,  that  greetings  be  cabled  to  Bro.  Pitts,  and  that  it  be  referred  to  Press  Com- 
mittee to  carry  out.     Unanimously  carried. 

In  the  Imp.  Grand  Secretary's  Report  the  matter  of  an  Orange  Propagation  Fund 
was  referred  to,  and  communications  regarding  same  were  referred  to  Committee  on 
Correspondence. 

The  Council  then  adjourned  at  1.15  p.m.  for  lunch,  to  meet  again  at  2.30  p.m. 


AFTERNOON    SESSION. 

On  resuming,  the  Committee  on  Credentials  presented  their  report,  as  follows : — 
Report  of  Committee  on  Credentials. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  of  the   World  : 

We,  the  undersigned,  appointed  as  a  Committee  to  consider  and  report  upon  the 
credentials  of  delegates  from  the  various  Grand  Lodges  to  this  Imperial  Grand  Council, 
beg  to  report  that  we  have  examined  all  the  credentials  submitted  to  us,  and  consider  the 
various  brethren  therein  mentioned  entitled  to  sit  and  vote  and  take  part  in  the  delibera- 
tions of  this  Council  Meeting,  with  two  exceptions,  which  we  wish  to  refer  for  decision  to 
this  Council  itself — 

Bro.  Fleming,  of  County  Monaghan,  Ireland,  who  is  asked  to  represent  Ontario,  "West, 
and  Bro.  Weir,  of  Belfast,  who  is  asked  to  represent  an  unrecognised  body  in  Queensland. 

We  regret  that  several  Grand  Lodges  have  not  sent  in  credentials  for  their 
representatives.

From  the  report  the  Imp.  Grand  Council  learned  that  several  Grand  Lodges  had  not 
sent  in  credentials  for  their  delegates,  but  as  it  was  shown  from  Financial  Statement  that 
these  Grand  Lodges  had  paid  their  per  capita  tax,  it  was  resolved  to  allow  them 
representation. 
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The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  West,  and  an  unrecognised  body  in  Queensland,  having 
appointed  Irish  Brethren  as  proxies,  contrary  to  rule  of  Council,  after  a  good  deal  of  dis- 
cussion, the  I.G.P.  read  Rule  3,  page  52,  of  the  Council  Report,  1900,  which  stated  that 
representatives  must  be  active  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  which  they  represent,  and 
ruled  accordingly.  More  discussion  followed,  when  on  the  motion  of  Bro.  Samuel  Mac- 
Gregor,  Dublin,  seconded  by  Bro.  Rice  of  Scotland,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to 
uphold  the  ruling  of  the  chair.  The  President  thanked  the  meeting  for  their  unanimous 
support,  and  requested  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  to  retire,  and  again  consider  the 
position  of  the  Brethren  who  had  been  appointed  proxies. 

The  following  Committees  then  retired  to  perform  their  various  duties,  viz. — The 
Committee  on  Finance,  the  Committee  on  Ritual,  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  the 
Committee  on  Addresses,  while  it  was  arranged  that  the  Committee  on  Constitution  should 
meet  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  Council. 

The  report  of  Committee  on  Addresses  was  presented  by  Lord  Erne,  who  said  that 
Committee  approved  of  Secretary's  report  as  read,  but  with  regard  to  the  President's 
address,  there  were  one  or  two  slight  alterations  suggested,  to  which  the  I.G.P.  gave  his 
ready  consent,  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

It  was  here  moved  by  the  Rev.  Bro.  Dr.  Moffat  that  the  Council  adjourn  at  5.30  p.m. 
and  resume  at  10  a.m.  on  the  following  day,  seconded  by  Bro.  Eev.  G.  M.  Black,  and 
agreed  to. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Bro.  D.  Munro,  as 

follows  : — ■ 

Report  of  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  of  the    World : 

Your  Committee  having  considered  the  report  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Secretary  are 
pleased  to  note  the  great  progress  all  along  the  line  of  the  Order  as  set  forth  in  the  several 
reports  of  the  several  Grand  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Imperial  Grand  Council. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  of  expulsion  of  J.  E.  Webb,  late  member  of  Duke  of 
York  L.O.L.,  Port  Adelaide,  your  Committee  would  recommend  that  copies  of  this  notice 
be  sent  to  the  several  Grand  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  request  that  they 
notify  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  under  their  jurisdiction. 

Regarding  the  question  as  to  whether  Warrants  are  being  issued  by  the  Grand  Orange 
Lodge  of  Ireland  to  certain  Lodges  in  Queensland  whose  Warrants  have  been  suspended 
by  the  Parent  Grand  Lodge,  your  Committee  would  say  that  according  to  the  rules  of  this 
Imperial  Grand  Council  it  would  be  very  injudicious  and  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  our 
Order  for  any  Grand  Lodge  other  than  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Queensland  to  grant  Warrants 
in  said  State. 
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With  reference  to  the  article  on  Orangeism  in  the  Encyclopaedia  Britannica,  your 
Committee  consider  that  steps  should  be  taken  by  the  Executive  of  this  Council  to  furnish 
the  compilers  of  this  work  with  a  true  and  authentic  statement  on  the  subject. 

A  communication  having  been  received  from  Bro,  T.  J.  M'Kinlay  saying  his  Lodge  is 
working  under  Warrant  issued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  in  1865,  and  asking  to  be 
acknowledged  by  this  Imperial  Grand  Council,  your  Committee  find  by  rule  that  only  one 
Grand  Lodge  can  be  recognized  in  any  one  territory,  would  suggest  that  Bro.  M'Kinlay  be 
written  to  b}^  our  Imperial  Grand  Secretary,  to  this  effect : — that  in  order  to  receive 
recognition  from  this  Council  they  must  work  under  a  Warrant  issued  by  the  Giand 
Lodge  of  Queensland.

MORNING  SESSION. 


Rotunda  Buildings, 

Dublin,  16th  July,  1903. 

The  Imperial  Triennial  Council  resumed  its  sitting-  here  this  morning-,  at  10  a.m. 
— The  Imperial  President,  Bro.  David  Graham,  presiding-.  The  Imp.  Director  of  Cere- 
monies, Bro.  Robert  Burns,  having  ascertained  and  announced  that  all  present  were  en- 
titled to  remain,  the  meeting-  was  opened  in  due  form.  Bro.  Rev.  Wm.  Walsh,  British 
America,  acting-  as  Chaplain. 

The  minutes  of  previous  day's  meeting-  were  read  by  the  acting-  Secretary  (Bro.  Rice) 
and  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  retired  to  consider  the  communications  re — An 
Orange  Propaganda  Fund,  Bro.  Calvin,  New  York,  being-  appointed  to  act  on  this  Com- 
mittee in  place  of  Bro.  David  Graham,  President,  who  was  engaged  presiding  at  Council 
meeting. 

The  report  of  the  Press  Committee  was  given  verbally  by  Bro.  Duncan  Monroe, 
Ontario,  East,  who  stated  that  during  the  sittings  of  the  Council  his  Committee  had  been 
waited  on  several  times  by  various  newspaper  correspondents,  to  whom  was  given  such 
information  about  the  meetings  as  was  considered  necessary.  His  Committee  had  also,  as 
directed,  sent  the  following  telegram  to  Bro.  H.  Pitts,  Imp.  Grand  Secretary — "  Imperial 
Grand  Council  congratulate  you  on  your  report."  The  report  met  with  unanimous 
approval. 

The  report  of  Committee  on  Ritual  was  submitted  by  Rev.  Dr.  Sidley,  as  follows  : — - 

Report  of  Committee  on  Ritual. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  of  the    World : 

We,  your  Committee,  appointed  to  consider  the  proposed  Universal  Rituals,  regret 
that  we  cannot  recommend  their  adoption,  but  would  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  Com- 
mittee composed  of  three  members  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodges   of   Loyal   Orange 
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Institution   throughout  the  "World,   and   that   the    said    Committee   base    the   proposed 
Universal  Eitual  on  existing  ones. 

Amendment  : — "  That  five  be  appointed  from  this  Triennial  Council."  (Accepted 
by  Committee).

Bro.  Rev.  George  T.  Lemon  asked  that  the  reasons  on  which  the  Committee  based 
their  recommendation  be  given.  This  was  done,  various  reasons  were  given  by  Rev.  Bro. 
W.  Walsh,  Rev.  Bro.  Sidley,  Rev.  Bro.  George  Worrell,  Bro.  Bailie  M'Gormick,  and 
Bro.  Wm.  Touchstone.  A  long  discussion  followed,  which  was  taken  part  in  by  Bros. 
Colonel  Sandys,  Rev.  G.  Lemon,  Rice,  Hesse,  Montgomery,  Donaldson,  Lieut-Col.  Richard- 
son, Alex.  Gordon  (Canada),  Todd,  Earl  of  Erne,  Sir  James  Stronge,  Rev.  W.  "Walsh, 
and  Gilday  ;  but  ultimately  the  report  was  adopted  on  the  motion  of  Bros.  Samuel  Mac- 
gregor,  Dublin,  seconded  by  Lieut. -Col.  Richardson,  London. 

The  Earl  of  Erne  then  proposed  that  the  five  Brethren  who  had  acted  on  Ritual  Com- 
mittee be  appointed  as  the  new  Committee,  seconded  by  Bro.  Hesse,  and  agreed  to.  Dr. 
Sidley  to  be  chairman. 

It  was  also  agreed,  on  the  motion  of  Bro.  Col.  Richardson,  seconded  by  Bro.  Gilday, 
"  That  the  Imp.  President  and  Imp.  Secretary  be  members,  ex  officio,  of  this  Committee." 

A  discussion  then  ensued  regarding  passwords.  Bro.  Rice  read  the  paragraph  No. 
2,  page  60  of  the  Report  of  Triennial  Council  held  in  New  York  in  year  1900,  and  moved 
that  we  re-affirm  that  paragraph,  and  instruct  the  President  to  issue  the  annual  pass- 
word, so  that  it  may  reach  all  Grand  Lodges  prior  to  1st  December  of  each  year,  and  that 
the  current  year  for  annual  be  from  1st  January  to  31st  December  in  each  year, 
seconded  by  Lieut  -Col.  Richardson.  This  motion  was  supported  by  the  Earl  of  Erne  and 
Rev.  Dr.  Moutray  on  behalf  of  Ireland,  and  by  Bros.  William  Touchstone  and  Hesse  on 
behalf  of  England,  and  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Bros.  Duncan  Munroe  and  Rev.  George  T.  Lemmon  it  was  agreed  to 
dispense  with  the  triennial  pass  now  that  provision  had  been  made  for  an  annual  pass. 

The  Report  of  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Laws  was  submitted  by  Bro.  John 
Macmillan,  as  follows  : — 
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Report  of  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Laws. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  of  the    World : 

Most  Worthy  Sir  and  Brethren, — We,  your  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Laws,  beg  leave  to  report  that  no  question  affecting  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  this 
Council  has  been  brought  before  them,  and  as  far  as  we  can  learn  there  is  no  present 
desire  for  any  change.  Under  those  circumstances  they  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting 
accordingly,  and  congratulate  the  Council  on  this  very  pleasing  state  of  affairs.

Raine  and  John  Kennedy  are  the  accredited  representatives,  and 
would  enquire  if  Bro.  Weir  of  Belfast  is  here  as  a  representative  of  the  rival  Grand  Lodge 
of  Queensland  working  under  an  old  dormant  Warrant  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland.

Before  resuming  the  delegates  assembled  in  the  Court  behind  the  Rotunda,  and  were 
photographed  by  Messrs.  Lafayette  (see  Group  at  beginning  of  Report). 
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AFTEENOON   SESSION. 

At  3  p.m.  business  was  again  begun.  The  Secretary  intimated  that  there  were  com- 
munications from  a  spurious  Orange  body  in  Queensland,  when  on  the  motion  of  Sir 
James  Stronge,  D.G.M.  of  Ireland,  it  was  resolved  unanimously  that  they  be  not  read, 
and  that  no  notice  be  taken  of  them, 

A  communication  was  read  from  the  recognised  Grand  Lodge  of  Queensland,  asking 
if  the  above  mentioned  spurious  body  was  working  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland,  as 
they  claimed  to  be,  and  asking  Triennial  Council  to  see  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland 
wrote  them  on  this  matter.  Lord  Erne,  Grand  Master  of  Ireland,  and  Bro.  Henry  Hard- 
ing, LL.B.,  Deputy  Grand  Secretary  of  Ireland,  informed  the  Council  that  they  had  no 
knowlege  of  these  Lodges,  and  that  they  were  not  on  the  register  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ireland,  whereupon  the  communications  were  handed  to  Lord  Erne,  who  undertook  to 
bring  the  matter  before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland,  and  have  it  properly  attended  to. 

A  communication  was  read  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  (North  Island), 
conveying  greetings  and  good  wishes  to  the  Council,  and  the  incoming  officers  were 
authorised  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  same. 

A  communication  was  read  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria,  calling  attention  to  the 
article  on  Orangeism  in  the  "  Encyclopaedia  Britannica,"  which  misrepresented  the  institu- 
tion, and  misled  readers  ;  and  asking  that  efforts  be  made  to  have  a  more  impartial  article 
inserted.     This  communication  was  handed  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

A  motion  by  Colonel  Richardson,  London,  seconded  by  Bro.  Shaw,  Liverpool,  to 
empower  the  Executive  to  communicate  with  Provincial,  County  or  District  Lodges  in  cases 
where  the  Grand  Lodges  failed  to  carry  out  the  behests  of  this  Council,  was  lost  by  a  large 
majority. 

A  supplementary  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Bro. 
Hesse,  London,  as  follows  : —

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  of  the    World  : 

Brethren, — Your  Committee  have  given  careful  consideration  to  the  circular  letter 
of  appeal  relative  to  the  Imperial  Orange  Propagation  Fund,  but  find  themselves  unable 
to  give  it  that  unqualified  endorsement  which,  prompted  by  all  sentimental  desires,  they 
would  like  to  accord  it.  We  must  consider  it  from  the  practical  business  view-point. 
Your  Committee  fully  realize  the  need  of  aggressive  extension  work  through  the  employ- 
ment of  competent  organizers,  but  we  believe  that  this  work  falls  within  the  natural 
labours  of  the  different  Grand  Lodges,  and  do  not  deem  it  wise  for  this  Council,  as  such, 
to  place  organizers  in  the  field. 

We  recommend  that  this  Triennial  Council  urge  each  Grand  Lodge  to  perfect  plans 
for  the  appointment  and  support  of  qualified  organizers  in  their  various  fields,  and  to 
diligently  labour  for  the  widest  extension,  not  only  of  our  principles,  but  of  our  organization.

On  motion  of  Bros.  Lemmon  and  Touchstone,  the  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Sir  James  H.  Stronge,  on  behalf  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland,  asked  the  Council  on 
what  conditions  certificates  from  Great  Britain  and  her  Colonies  were  received  by  Lodges 
in  the  U.S.A.,  and  if  it  were  the  case  that  members  from  Great  Britain  and  the  Colonies 
before  being  affiliated  were  required  to  become  naturalized  citizens  of  the  States,  and  to 
take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  President. 

The  Imperial  Grand  President  called  upon  the  Supreme  Grand  Master  of  the  United 
States  (Bro.  Rev.  Geo.  T.  Lemmon)  to  answer  the  question.  In  reply,  Bro.  Lemmon  said 
that  in  the  U.S.A.  they  would  accept  an  Orange  Certificate  for  its  face  value.     A  man 

COULD    NOT   BE    INITIATED   IN    ONE   OF   THEIR    LODGES   WITHOUT    SHOWING    CITIZENSHIP, 

but  if  he  came  to  them  as  an  Orangeman,  he  would  be  accepted  on  Certi- 
ficate as  an  Orangeman,  without  question  as  to  citizenship. 

Sir  James  expressed  satisfaction  with  the  reply,  and  said  he  believed  it  would  remove 
the  misunderstanding  which  existed  in  Ireland. 

The  following  motion  was  unanimously  passed  on  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Sidley,  seconded 
by  Bro.  Gilday  (Canada),  viz. : — "  That  this  Imperial  Grand  Council  desires  to  express  its 
dislike  and  condemnation  of  Ritualistic  practices,  Sacerdotal  pretensions,  and  Ritualistic 
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assertions  in  any  of  our  Protestant  Churches,  believing  them  to  be  subversive  of  the 
principles  of  our  Loyal  Orange  Institution." 

At  this  stage,  the  Imperial  President  (Bro.  Graham)  referred  to  the  presence  of  Bro. 
Hunt  Walsh  Chambre,  whose  name,  he  said,  was  a  household  word  in  the  country  which 
he  represented,  and  who  was  a  noble  leader  in  Ulster,  and  finished  by  calling  upon  the 
Council  to  give  him  a  hearty  welcome.  This  welcome  was  enthusiastically  given,  and  Bro. 
Chambre,  in  reply,  thanked  the  Council  for  the  hearty  reception  which  he  had  received, 
and  intimated  that  although  not  a  brilliant  speaker,  he  had  been  a  worker  for  the  cause 
during  the  last  54  years. 

The  Imperial  Grand  President  then  thanked  the  officers,  members  and  representatives 
for  the  able  manner  in  which  they  had  supported  him  during  this  session,  and  for  the 
courtesy  which  he  had  received  at  their  hands,  and  called  upon  Lord  Erne,  whose  name, 
he  said,  he  honoured  and  revered,  to  take  the  Chair,  and  preside  during  the  election  of 
office-bearers. 

Lord  Erne,  on  taking  the  Chair,  received  a  very  hearty  ovation.

Gilday,  Bros.  Galbraith,  Lemmon,  and 
Rice  were  appointed  a  Committee,  to  prepare  and  present,  on  behalf  of  Council,  an 
Address  to  Bro.  David  Graham,  Past  Imperial  Grand  President. 

Bro  Duncan  Munroe  (Canada)  moved,  "  That  the  most  sincere  thanks  of  the  delegates 
to  this  Council  be,  and  are  hereby  tendered,  to  the  brethren  of  Ireland,  for  the  very 
hearty  and  hospitable  manner  in  which  they  have  entertained  them  during  the  Meetings 
of  this  Imperial  Council,"  Bro.  Lemmon  (U.S.A.)  seconded,  and  the  motion  was  carried 
with  acclamation. 

Bro.  Dr.  Sidley  moved  that  the  thanks  of  this  Council  be  given  to  the  Earl  of  Erne 
for  his  conduct  in  the  Chair  during  the  election  of  officers,  and  his  Lordship  briefly 
replied. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Touchstone,  a  similar  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Bro.  Todd 
(England),  who  occupied  the  Vice-Chair  during  the  Meetings. 

This  finished  the  business,  and  the  Meeting  was  closed  with  the  usual  formalities,  the 
I.  G.  Chaplain,  Bro.  Rev.  Dr.  Moffat,  officiating. 

The  brethren  then  joined  hands,  and  sang  lustily  the  National  Anthems  of  Great 
Britain  and  U.S.A.,  and  thus  ended  the  Thirteenth  Session  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange 
Council  of  the  World.

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BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  GRAND   LODGES. 


So  far  as  has  come  under  the  purview  of  this  Office,  there  are  thirteen  Grand  Orange 
Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council,  viz.  : — The  Grand 
Lodges  of  Ireland,  England,  Scotland,  British  America,  United  States,  New  South  Wales, 
Queensland,  Victoria,  New  Zealand  (North  Island),  New  Zealand  (Middle  Island),  South 
Australia,  Western  Australia,  and  Tasmania. 

Grand   Lodge   of   Ireland. 

So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  the  first  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ireland,  the  cradle  of  the  Orange  Society,  was  held  at  Portadown,  on  the  12th  of  July,  1796. 
It  was  held  in  the  same  place  in  1797.  This  Grand  Lodge  only  included  the  counties  of 
Dublin,  Fermanagh,  Londonderry,  and  Tyrone;  but  on  the  4th  April,  1798,  a  general 
meeting  of  the  counties  was  held  in  Dublin,  where  the  Grand  Lodge  proper  was  held, 
Thos.  Verner,  Esq.  of  Verner's  Bridge,  was  elected  Grand  Master.  It  would  appear  that 
in  1825,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  was  dissolved,  and  reconstructed  under  the  title 
of  the  Benevolent  Loyal  Orange  Institution,  but  this  title  was  only  held  for  a  little  over 
three  years.  In  1828  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  assumed  its  former  title,  with  the  Duke 
of  Cumberland  as  Grand  Master.  The  Earl  of  Enniskillen  and  Col.  Wm.  Verner  were 
Deputy  Grand  Masters. 

The  Grand  Lodge  at  the  present  time  has  21  County  Lodges,  with  1653  Primary 
Lodges.  The  total  number  of  members  is  not  given  in  the  statistical  returns,  nor  is  the 
value  of  the  property  owned  by  the  Society.  There  are  318  Orange  Halls,  which  shows 
that  the  Society  has  a  valuable  property  interest. 


Grand   Lodge   of   England. 

The  official  records  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  do  not  go  further  back  than  1800. 
For  many  years  there  existed  two  bodies  having  largely  the  same  principles  as  those 
espoused  by  the  present  Loyal  Orange  Association,  viz.,  the  "  Institution "  and  the 
"  Association,"  and  these  though  under  different  managements  and  entirely  different 
Societies,  continued  to  work  side  by  side  in  England  for  the  inculcation  of  the  principles 
of  the  Protestant  religion  and  the  cause  of  civil  liberty,  which  have  always  been  the  watch- 
words of  the  Order.  In  1875  these  two  bodies  were  amalgamated  under  the  title  of  the 
Orange  Institution  of  England,  and  the  Earl  of  Enniskillen,  then  Grand  Master  of  Ireland, 
was  recognised  as  the  Imperial  Grand  Master  of  the  Orangemen  of  the  world. 

The  returns  to  hand  are  for  the  year  1902,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  did  not  hold  its  session 
until  July  4th  of  this  year,  and  reports  to  that  date  have  not  yet  come  to  hand.  There  are 
eight  (8)  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  and  sixty  (60)  District  Lodges.     These  District  Lodges 
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take  the  place  of  what  are  designated  "  County  "  Lodges  in  some  jurisdictions.  There  are 
445  Lodges  reported,  but  the  number  of  active  paying  members  is  only  approximately  given 
as  about  30,000.  There  were  14  new  Lodges  organized  in  1902,  and  the  Grand  Secretary 
reports  an  increasing  interest  in  the  Society.  Col.  T.  M.  Sandys,  M.P.,  is  the  present 
Grand  Master,  and  Bro.  Wra.  Touchstone,  43  Cannon  St.,  Manchester,  Grand  Secretary. 

Grand   Lodge   of   Scotland. 

The  above  Grand  Lodge  was  very  much  misrepresented  in  last  Triennial  Report,  but 
the  brethren  in  Scotland  know  that  the  Triennial  Secretary  was  not  to  blame,  as  he  could 
only  publish  the  information  which  was  given  by  the  then  Grand  Secy.,  Bro.  M'Mannas. 

The  Grand  Lodge  has  been  in  existence  since  the  year  1830,  although  many  isolated 
Lodges  wrought  all  over  the  country,  dating  back  to  1800  ;  but  it  was  in  1830  that  repre- 
sentatives of  the  various  Lodges,  assembled  together  in  Edinburgh,  formed  themselves  into 
a  Grand  Lodge-  The  warrant,  which  is  contained  in  a  very  massive  frame,  was  not 
received  from  Ireland,  but  was  the  product  of  a  small  committee  appointed  at  above 
representative  meeting. 

During  the  last  3  years  there  has  been  extraordinary  progress  in  this  jurisdiction.  6 
District  Lodges  and  32  Primary  Lodges  have  been  organized.  Public  Meetings  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Association  have  been  held  almost  weekly,  and  a  large  amount  of  literature 
has  been  distributed.  The  Grand  Officers  are  exceedingly  energetic  and  have  done  a  very 
great  amount  of  visitation.  There  are  now  in  the  jurisdiction  45  District  Lodges  and  264 
Primary  Lodges  in  good  working  order,  with  an  active  membership  of  11,500.  The  Secy. 
reports  that  they  have  no  County  Lodges,  that  all  Districts  work  direct  under  Grand  Lodge, 
and  are  systematically  visited  at  least  once  each  year,  and  that  deputations  are  sent  at  other 
times  when  needed. 

The  value  of  real  estate,  Orange  Halls,  &c,  is  put  down  at  ^6,500,  or  about  32,500 
dollars.,  and  the  Lodge  furnishings  at  ,£3,650.  or  about  18,250  dollars. 

The  Grand  Master  is  Bro.  Wm.  Young,  n  William  Street,  Greenhead,  Glasgow,  and 
the  Grand  Secretary  is  Bro.  James  Rice,  13  Tureen  Street,  Glasgow. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  British  America. 

This  still  continues  the  largest  Grand  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Imperial 
Grand  Orange  Council.  It  received  its  warrant  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  in  1830, 
but  long  before  that  had  members  of  isolated  Lodges.  It  now  has  eleven  Provincial 
Grand  Lodges,  150  County  Lodges,  a  large  number  of  District  Lodges,  and  about  2000 
Primary  Lodges.  The  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  held  in  the  city  of  Winnipeg, 
in  the  centre  of  a  great  wheat-growing  country,  and  several  thousand  miles  from  the 
Atlantic  seaboard.  The  session  was  held  in  June,  and  the  statistical  return  had  not  come 
to  hand  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report.  The  estimated  value  of  property  held  by  the 
Lodges  is  over  half  a  million  dollars,  and  Lodge  furnishings  total  up  to  a  quarter  of  a 
million.  The  Order  is  rapidly  gaining  numerically  as  well  as  in  influence.  The  Grand 
Master  is  Bro.  Dr.  Sproule,  M.P.,  Markdale,  Ontario,  Canada ;  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro. 
William  Lockhart,  Alliston,  Ontario,  Canada. 
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Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  West. 

This  is  the  largest  and  most  wealthy  Provincial  Grand  Lodges.  It  has  45  County 
Lodges,  181  District  Lodges,  with  620  Primary  Lodges,  and  21,500  members.  The  esti- 
mated value  of  real  estate  is  176,937  dels.,  and  that  of  Primary  Lodge  furnishings  and 
paraphenalia  at  64,259  dols.  The  Order  is  increasing  in  the  jurisdiction.  One  District 
and  15  Primary  Lodges  were  organised  in  1902.  The  Provincial  Grand  Master  is  John 
Macmillan,  380  Broadview  Avenue,  Toronto,  Ontario,  and  the  Grand  Secretary,  William 
Lee,  14  Berti  Street,  Toronto,  Ontario. 

Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  East. 

This  is  the  second  largest  Provincial  Grand  Lodge.  It  has  84  District  Lodges  and  382 
Primary  Lodges,  with  a  total  membership  of  12,457.  The  estimated  value  of  real  estate 
and  Lodge  furnishings  is  179,388  dols.  There  has  been  considerable  increase  during  the 
year.  Two  new  Lodges  were  organised,  and  a  good  showing  was  made  in  the  added 
increase  in  the  Primary  Lodges.  The  Provincial  Grand  Master  is  Bro.  Duncan  Monroe, 
Cornwall,  Ont.,  and  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  T.  M.  Clarke,  Belleville,  Ontario. 

Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Newfoundland. 

This  Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  though  working  under  many  difficulties  of  isolation  and 
opposition,  has  made  a  wonderful  record  for  aggressiveness  and  progress.  It  has  three 
District  Lodges  and  73  primary  Lodges,  with  a  membership  of  6208.  The  estimated  value 
of  real  estate  and  personal  property  is  placed  at  ,£49.993.  There  were  six  new  Lodges 
organized,  and  large  additions  to  existing  Lodges.  The  Provincial  Grand  Master  is 
D.  Morrison,  K.C.,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  Ernest  G,  Martin,  both  of  St.  John's, 
Newfoundland. 

Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia. 

This  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  was  organised  in  1849.  It  *s  one  °f  the  aggressive 
Provincial  Grand  Lodges  of  Canada.  It  has  5  District  Lodges  and  77  Primary  Lodges, 
with  a  total  membership  of  3000.  The  value  of  its  Orange  halls  and  real  estate  is  placed 
at  34,285  dols.,  that  of  its  Lodge  furnishings  at  4177  dols.  During  1902  they  organised  3 
Primary  and  1  District  Lodge.  The  Provincial  Grand  Master  is  Bro.  Daniel  M'Dougall, 
Glace  Bay,  C.B.  ;  the  Grand  Secretary  is  Bro.  C  L.  Miller,  Truro,  Nova  Scotia. 

Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba. 

This  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  was  organised  in  187 1.  It  has  record  of  steady  pro- 
gress and  prosperity.  There  are  two  District  Lodges  and  91  Primary  Lodges,  with  a  total 
membership  of  2560.  The  values  of  Orange  halls  and  real  estate  is  placed  at  49,000  dols., 
and  the  Lodge  furnishings  at  6000  dols.  They  have  had  an  organizer  in  the  field  part  of  the 
time  this  past  year  with  good  results.  The  Provincial  Grand  Master  is  Bro.  D.  H.  M'Fadden, 
Winnipeg,  Manitoba;  the  Grand  Secretary  is  Bro.  Wm.  Connolly,  P.O.  Box  280,  Winnipeg, 
Manitoba. 
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Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia. 

The  Report  from  this  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  is  encouraging.  The  Grand  Secretary 
writes  that  the  Order  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  The  Grand  Lodge  was  organised 
in  1890.  It  now  numbers  1  County,  6  District,  and  37  Primary  Lodges,  with  a  member- 
ship of  1314.  The  value  of  Orange  halls  is  placed  at  3895  dols.,  and  of  Lodge  furnishings 
at  7462  dols.  The  Provincial  Grand  Master  is  Bro.  Robert  Bell,  Kamloops,  British 
Columbia;  the  Grand  Secretary  is  Bro.  Edwin  Bush,  Mission  City,  British  Columbia. 


Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  North  West  Territories,  Western  Division. 

This  is  one  of  the  latest  organized  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  in  Canada.  It  was 
instituted  in  1902.  It  has  3  County  Lodges,  14  Primary  Lodges,  with  a  membership  of 
420.  The  prospects  for  increase  of  membership  in  the  great  North  West  of  Canada  are 
unquestionable.  The  Provincial  Grand  Master  is  Bro.  E.  H.  Crandell,  Calgary,  Alberta  ; 
the  Grand  Secretary  is  W.  M'F.  Evans,  Medicine  Hat.  Assi.,  North  West  Territories. 


Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  prosperous  Provincial  Grand  Lodges.  It  has  about  10  County 
Lodges,  one  District  Lodge,  and  121  Primary  Lodges,  with  a  total  active  membership  of 
5820.  The  value  of  the  real  estate  is  placed  at  71,700  dols.,  and  the  Lodge  furnishings  at 
5,700  dols.  There  were  nine  new  Lodges  organized  last  year.  The  prospects  are  bright 
for  large  accessions  during  the  coming  three  years.  The  Provincial  Grand  Master  is  Bro. 
P.  E.  Heine,  Moneton,  N.B. ;  the  Grand  Secretary  is  Bro.  Neil  J.  Morrison,  St.  John,  N.B. 


Supreme  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

The  report  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  America  shows  a  slight 
increase  of  Primary  Lodges  and  membership  during  the  past  year ;  there  are  indications 
that  the  coming  year  will  show  a  still  larger  increase.  Much  interest  has  been  shown  in  the 
Orange  Home  at  Philadelphia,  and  a  large  amount  was  raised  by  the  members,  outside  of 
regular  Lodge  purposes,  for  this  object.  There  are  about  10  State  Grand  Lodges,  of  which 
eight  have  sent  in  separate  reports  to  this  Council.  There  are  350  active  Primary  Lodges, 
and  the  total  active  membership  is  placed  at  12,000.  The  brethren  in  the  United  States 
have  had  much  to  contend  with  in  the  difficulty  surrounding  the  securing  of  certificates  for 
members  from  the  old  country  who  would  like  to  join  in  the  United  States,  but  find 
unexpected  barriers  ;  no  doubt  this  will  be  changed  for  the  better  in  the  coming  years.

State   Grand  Lodge   of   New   York. 

The  State  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  was  instituted  in  1874,  and  has  a  record  of 
aggressive  work  for  Protestantism  in  the  United  States.  It  has  4  District  Lodges  and  40 
Primary  Lodges,  with  a  total  membership  of  2,000.  The  real  estate  owned  by  the  Lodges 
is  in  the  vicinity  of  15,000  dollars,  and  the  Lodge  furnishings  at  18,000  dollars.  The 
Grand  Secretary  reports  the  Order  increasing  in  numbers  and  the  prospects  encouraging 
for  new  year.  The  State  Grand  Master  is  Bro.  Robert  Perry,  503  W.  161  Street,  New 
York  City,  and  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  John  Bateman,  368  West  126th  Street,  New

State   Grand   Lodge   of   Pennsylvania. 

This  is  one  of  the  aggressive  State  Grand  Lodges,  and  a  grand  work  for  Protestantism 
is  being  done  by  its  membership.  There  are  4  District  Lodges  and  49  Primary  Lodges, 
with  a  membership  of  2,245.  Tne  va^ue  of  their  personal  property  amounts  to  12,000  dols. 
There  were  three  Lodges  organized  during  the  past  year.  The  State  Grand  Master  is 
Bro.

The  value  of 
the  furnishings,  &c,  is  placed  at  10,000  dollars.  There  was  one  new  Lodge  organized 
during  the  year.  The  Secretary  speaks  encouragingly  of  the  prospects  for  the  future.  The 
State  Grand  Master  is  Bro.  Henry  Hull,  M.D.,  Somerville,  Mass.;  and  the  Grand  Secretary 
is  Jas.

State  Grand  Lodge  oe  Maine. 

This  State  Grand  Lodge  was  instituted  in  1896,  and  now  has  35  Primary  Lodges,  and 
102 1  of  a  membership.  They  have  in  real  estate  7759  dols.,  and  in  Lodge  furnishings 
5258  dols.  The  Order  in  Maine  is  reported  as  on  the  increase.  Two  Lodges  were 
organized  during  the  past  year.

This  State  Grand  Lodge  was  organized  in  1897.  It  reports  a  slight  increase  of  late. 
There  is  one  District  Lodge  and  eight  Primary  Lodges,  with  a  membership  of  250.  The 
State  Grand  Master  is  Bro.  John  Beattie,  84  Cumberland  Street,  Cleveland,  Ohio  ;  the 
Grand  Secretary  is  Bro.

State   Grand   Lodge   of   California. 

The  State  Grand  Lodge  of  California  was  organized  in  1897.  It  has  seven  Primary 
Lodges  and  a  membership  of  about  350.

It  now  has  38 
Primary  Lodges  and  1054  members,  They  have  property  valued  at  8000  dols.,  and  Lodge 
furnishings  of  a  value  of  2500  dols.  Last  year  one  new  Lodge  was  organised  and  a 
number  added  to  the  other  Lodges.

It  has  not  a  very 
large  membership,  but  is  carrying  on  a  good  work,  and  the  growth  of  the  Society  during 
the  past  three  years  has  been  satisfactory.     They  have   16   male  Lodges  and  5  female 
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Lodges,  with  a  total  membership  of  1018.  The  Grand  Master  is  Bro.  James  John,  Esq., 
Kadine,  S.A.  ;  and  the  Grand  Secretary  is  Bro.

Grand  Lodge  of  Queensland. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Queensland  was  instituted  in  1865,  and  has  had  exceptional 
difficulties  to  contend  with.  Recently  a  secession  has  taken  away  a  few  Lodges.  There 
are  22  Primary  Lodges  and  2  District  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  total  of  1000 
members.  They  have  quite  a  large  amount  of  real  estate  and  personal  property.  There 
has  been  considerable  increase  of  late.  The  Grand  Master  is  Bro.  Rev.  A.  G.  Weller, 
Toowoomba,  Queensland  ;  the  Grand  Secretary  is  Bro.  Leslie,  P.  Marks,  Box  154  G.P.O., 
Brisbane,  Queensland. 

Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia. 

This  Grand  Lodge  was  instituted  in  1894,  and  is  doing  well.  It  has  2  District  Lodges 
and  27  Primary  Lodges,  with  a  total  of  2000  members.  No  estimate  is  given  of  the  value 
of  the  property  owned  by  the  Society.  The  Secretary  reports  that  every  prospect  is  for 
a  good  increase  this  year.  The  Grand  Master  is  Bro.  William  Oats,  M.L.A.,  Perth,  W. 
Australia ;  and  the  Secretary,  Bro.  James  F.  Ryle,  8  Royal  Arcade,  W.  Australia. 


Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  (North  Island). 

This  Grand  Lodge  was  organised  in  1866,  and  has  had  exceptional  difficulties  to  con- 
tend against.  It  has  now  1  District  Lodge  and  14  Primary  Lodges,  with  a  membership  of 
260.  The  value  of  its  real  estate  is  placed  at  £3930,  and  the  Lodge  furnishings  at  £300. 
There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  past  .year,  and  the  Secretary  reports  the  situation 
encouraging  for  larger  increases  this  year.  This  is  one  of  the  smallest  Grand  Lodges  in 
the  jurisdiction.  The  Grand  Master  is  Bro.  N.  J.  AVhite,  Wellington,  N.I.,  New  Zealand  ; 
the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  J.  Lindsay,  14  Hausen  Street,  Wellington,  New  Zealand. 


Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  (Middle  Island). 

This  Grand  Lodge  was  organised  in  1867,  and  has  been  doing  a  good  work  for  Pro- 
testantism and  the  cause  of  equal  rights  to  all.  It  has  3  District  and  43  Primary  Lodges, 
with  a  membership  of  1020.  They  have  about  10,000  dols.  in  real  estate,  and  2000  dols. 
in  Lodge  furnishings.  There  were  3  Lodges  organised  last  year,  and  the  prospects  for 
the  coming  year  are  pronounced  as  good.  The  Grand  Master  is  Bro.  J.  Mclnnes,  27 
Rattery  Street,  Dunedin  :  and  the  Grand  Secretary  is  Bro.  Thomas  Brown,  22  Regent 
Road,  Dunedin,  New  Zealand.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  IMPERIAL  GRAND  ORANGE  COUNCIL 


TITLE. 

1.  The  title  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  of  the  World. 


MEETINGS. 

2.  The  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  shall  meet  triennially,  in  the  month  of  July, 
at  such  place  as  shall  be  decided  at  its  previous  meeting. 

COMPOSITION. 

3.  The  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  shall  be  composed  of  its  Officers,  Past  Imperial 
Grand  Presidents,  and  five  representatives  elected  from  each  Grand,  Provincial  and  State 
Grand  Lodge  having  100  or  less  primary  (or  private)  lodges  under  its  jurisdiction  and  a 
representative  for  every  additional  100  or  part  of  a  hundred  primary  (or  private)  lodges 
reported.  Representatives  must  be  in  active  membership  in  the  Grand  Lodge  they 
represent.  Not  more  than  one  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  recognized  in  each  territory  by  the 
Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council. 

FEE  Si 

4.  Each  Grand,  Provincial  and  State  Grand  Lodge  affiliating  with  the  Imperial  Grand 
Orange  Council  shall  pay  annually  to  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  a  sum  equal  to 
one  penny  (2  cents)  for  each  primary  (or  private)  lodge  in  its  jurisdiction,  but  no  Grand, 
Provincial  or  State  Grand  Lodge  shall  pay  a  less  sum  than  £1  ($5)  annually.  Imperial 
Grand  Orange  Council  dues  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  1st  January  in  each  year. 

OFFICERS   TO   BE   ELECTED. 

5.  At  each  Triennial  session  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  shall  elect  a  Presi- 
dent, whose  title  shall  be  the  Imperial  Grand  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Chaplain, 
a  Deputy  Chaplain,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  two  Auditors,  two  Lecturers,  a  Director  of 
Ceremonies,  and  a  Deputy  Secretary.  All  the  said  officers  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  office, 
be  members  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council,  entitled  to  vote  therein  so  long  as  they 
shall  hold  office  and  until  their  successors  have  been  elected  and  installed  ;  and  thence 
until  the  end  of  the  then  present  meeting. 
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QUORUM. 

6.  Ten  members  representing  two  Grand  Lodges  shall  constitute  a  Quorum. 

LEGISLATIVE   POWERS. 

7.  The  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  shall  be  recognised  as  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  Orange  Order,  and  shall  deal  with  all  disputes  and  appeals  as  between  Grand  Lodges 
(not  Provincial  or  State  Grand  Lodges),  and  shall  have  full  power  of  arbitration  in  such 
cases,  and  shall  be  the  Supreme  Arbiter  on  all  questions  so  referred  to  it.  It  shall  not, 
however,  interfere  with  the  internal  affairs  of  any  Grand  Lodge,  unless  such  as  shall  be 
submitted  to  it  by  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge  concerned. 


COMMITTEES. 

8.  There  shall  be  the  following  committees  appointed  at  each  triennial  meeting : — 

A  committee  on  Finance,  which  shall  report  upon  the  financial  claims  and  conditions 
of  the  Council  and  recommend  the  payment  of  appropriations. 

A  committee  on  Credentials,  to  examine  all  credentials  and  report  names  of  members 
who  are  present  and  qualified  to  sit  and  vote. 

A  committee  on  Constitution  and  Laws  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  matters  relating 
to  constitutional  changes. 

A  committee  on  Correspondence,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  communications. 

A  committee  on  Petitions  and  appeals,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  matters  in  the 
nature  of  petitions  or  appeals. 

A  committee  on  Eitual,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  matters  relating  to  the  Ritual, 
Degrees,  Pass  words  and  Secret  Work. 

CHANGES   IN   THE   CONSTITUTION. 

9.  The  Constitution  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  shall  not  be  amended  or 
altered  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  and  voting,  notice  of  the  pro- 
posed amendment  having  been  given  at  the  previous  Triennial  session. 

NOTICES   OF  MOTION. 

10.  Notices  of  motion  for  Digest  of  Business  must  reach  the  Imperial  Grand  Secre- 
tary's office  not  less  than  four  months  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Council. 
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BYE-LAWS  OF  THE  IMPERIAL  GRAND  ORANGE  COUNCIL 


ARTICLE  I. 

OBJECTS   OF   THE   IMPERIAL   GRAND   ORANGE   COUNCIL. 

The  objects  and  aims  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  are  : 

To  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  Orangeism  and  Protestantism  generally. 

To  faithfully  guard  the  civil  and  religious  liberties  of  the  subject,  and  to  maintain  the 
Protestantism  of  the  Royal  Line. 

To  arrange  for  the  co-operation  of  the  Orange  Society  with  other  Protestant  bodies  in 
taking  Parliamentary  action,  by  forwarding  petitions,  remonstrances,  and  protests,  and 
for  using  their  influence  at  the  polls  against  all  further  concessions  to  Popery. 

To  more  thoroughly  unite  the  Loyal  Orange  Association  throughout  the  world ;  to 
harmonize  the  secret  work  of  the  Order,  and  to  promote  a  universal  method  of  procedure. 

To  act  as  the  supreme  arbiter  in  all  cases  of  dispute  between  Grand  Lodges,  and  as  a 
final  court  of  appeal  when  requested  by  Grand  Lodges. 

To  devise  means  for  the  extension  of  the  Orange  Order ;  to  encourage  the  holding  of 
public  meetings  under  the  auspices  of  the  Orange  Society,  and  on  subjects  relating  to 
Orangeism  and  Protestantism,  and  for  the  dissemination  of  literature  relating  to  Protestant 
principles,  and  especially  having  reference  to  the  Loyal  Orange  Association. 

ARTICLE  II. 

QUORUM. 

Ten  members  representing  two  Grand  Lodges  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  III 

MEMBERSHIP,    ENROLMENT,    &C. 

Representatives,  before  taking  their  seats,  shall  present  to  the  Imperial  Grand  Secre- 
tary their  credentials  from  their  Grand  Lodge  (provided  the  same  have  not  been  previously 
forwarded  to  the  office  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Secretary),  and  shall  then  sign  the  Enrol- 
ment book.  No  representative  is  eligible  to  sit  and  vote  in  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange 
Council  if  the  dues  of  his  Grand  Lodge  are  not  paid. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

VISITORS. 

Members  of  Primary  Lodges  may  attend  the  sessions  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange 
Council  as  Visitors,  provided  they  have  the  annual  for  the  current  year,  and  the  Vice- 
President  is  satisfied  they  are  at  present  active  members  of  the  Order.  They  shall  sign 
the  Visitors'  Enrolment  Book,  and  take  seats  apart  from  the  members  of  the  Council. 
They  shall  not  be  privileged  to  speak  or  vote  at  the  sessions  of  the  Council. 
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AETICLE  V. 

HOURS   OF   MEETING. 

Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council,  the  first  meeting  of 
the  session  shall  be  at  10  o'clock  a.m.,  and  on  every  subsequent  day  at  9  a.m.,  and  it  shall 
rise  at  one  o'clock  and  at  six  o'clock  p.m.,  respectively,  and  resume  at  2.30  and  at  8 
o'clock  p.m. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

ELIGIBILITY   TO   OFFICE. 

No  Brother  shall  be  eligible  for  election  to  any  office  in  the  Imperial  Grand 
Orange  Council,  unless  he  is  entitled  to  sit  and  vote  therein. 

AETICLE  VII. 

MODE    OF   ELECTION. 

The  election  of  the  officers  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  shall  be  by  ballot. 
The  successful  candidate  must  receive  a  clear  majority  of  the  votes  cast. 

AETICLE   VIII. 

OFFICERS   AND   THEIR   DUTIES. 

At  each  Triennial  Session,  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  shall  elect  for  the 
ensuing  term  of  three  years,  as  provided  in  Section  5  of  the  Constitution,  a  President, 
whose  title  shall  be  "  Imperial  Grand  President,"  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Chaplain,  a  Deputy 
Chaplain,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  two  Auditors,  two  Lecturers,  a  Director  of  Ceremonies, 
and  a  Deputy  Secretary,  whose  duties  shall  be  as  follows  : — 

THE   IMPERIAL   GRAND    PRESIDENT. 

When  present,  the  Imperial  Grand  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council.  He  may  call  the  Triennial  meeting  at  a  different  date 
from  that  fixed  by  the  Council  if  it  seem  necessary.  In  case  of  a  change  in  the  date,  he 
shall  notify  the  Imperial  Grand  Secretary,  giving  sufficient  time  that  all  members  and 
Grand  Lodges  may  have  at  least  three  months'  notice  of  the  same. 

The  Imperial  Grand  President  shall  select  the  annual  pass-word  for  the  use  of  the 
Grand  Lodges,  forwarding  the  same  to  the  Imperial  Grand  Secretary  prior  to  the  1st  of 
November  of  each  year. 

The  Imperial  Grand  President  shall  direct  the  affairs  of  the  Council  when  the  Council 
is  not  in  session,  and  in  matters  coming  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council  his  decision 
shall  be  binding  and  final  until  reversed  by  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  in  regular 
session  assembled. 

All  questions  submitted  to  the  Imperial  Grand  President  for  decision  and  his  reply 
thereto  shall  be  submitted  at  the  following  session  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council, 
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and  if  concurred  in  by  the  Council  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  for 
that  year. 

If  it  is  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Imperial  Grand  President  that  the  Auditors 
elected  for  the  year  are  not  able  to  attend  the  session,  he  shall  appoint  two  members  of 
the  Council  to  audit  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer's  books. 

In  the  event  of  death,  or  resignation,  or  absence  from  the  Triennial  session  of  the 
Imperial  Grand  President,  or  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  from  any  cause,  the  1st 
Vice-President  shall  act  as  Imperial  Grand  President,  and  in  case  the  1st  Vice-President  is 
unable  to  discharge  the  duties,  the  2nd  Vice-President  shall  act  as  Imperial  Grand 
President. 

The  Imperial  Grand  President  shall,  at  the  opening  session  of  the  Council,  appoint  an 
Inside  and  Outside  Tyler  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  door  and  ante-room  during  the 
sessions  of  the  Council. 

THE   IMPERIAL   FIRST   VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The  First  Vice-President  shall  have  a  seat  on  the  right  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Presi- 
dent. He  shall  assist  the  President  in  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  shall  occupy  the  chair 
in  his  absence. 

THE   SECOND   IMPERIAL  VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The  Second  Vice-President  shall  occupy  the  vice-chair.  He  shall  cause  to  be  properly 
tested  all  representatives  and  visitors,  and  be  thoroughly  convinced  that  all  present  are 
members  in  good  standing.  He  shall  answer  the  salutations,  give  the  retiring  pass,  and 
use  his  authority  in  preserving  order,  and  as  far  as  possible  prevent  the  interruption  of 
business  by  members  entering  and  retiring  while  the  Council  is  in  session. 

THE   IMPERIAL   GRAND   CHAPLAIN. 

The  Imperial  Grand  Chaplain  shall  conduct  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Imperial 
Grand  Orange  Council. 

THE  IMPERIAL  GRAND  SECRETARY. 

The  Imperial  Grand  Secretary  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  seal,  ritual,  ciphers,  books, 
papers,  correspondence,  and  all  other  property  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council. 
He  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Council,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings,  and 
prepare  the  same  for  publication  in  pamphlet  form.  He  shall  conduct  the  correspondence, 
distribute  the  rituals,  forms,  and  Triennial  Reports,  and  other  printed  matter ;  receive 
from  the  Imperial  Grand  President  the  Annual,  and  at  once  transmit  it  in  cipher  to  the 
Grand  Masters  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  time  for  the  Annual  sessions  j  he  shall  supply  for 
the  use  of  the  Credential  Committee  an  Enrolment  Book,  in  which  representatives  attend- 
ing the  session  shall  enroll  their  names,  residence,  rank  in  the  Order,  representative  capa- 
city, and  Post  Office  address.  He  shall  present  a  report  to  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange 
Council  at  each  Triennial  session  of  the  state  and  progress  of  the  Association,  the  statistics 
of  the  Grand  Lodges,  so  far  as  ascertainable,  and  a  summary  of  the  correspondence  during 
the  term.  He  shall  collect  all  fees  and  dues  and  remit  the  same  to  the  Imperial  Grand 
Treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  for  the  same. 
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IMPERIAL  GRAND  TREASURER. 

The  funds  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Council  shall  be  lodged  in  the  hands  of  the  Imperial 
Grand  Treasurer,  who  shall  produce  his  hooks  and  vouchers  at  the  Triennial  session  of  the 
Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council.  He  shall  furnish  securities  to  be  approved  of  by  the 
Imperial  Grand  President.  He  shall  pay  all  accounts  approved  of  by  the  Imperial  Grand 
Orange  Council,  or  on  the  written  order  of  the  Imperial  Grand  President.  He  shall  appear 
before  the  auditors  with  his  books  and  vouchers  when  requested  and  explain  any  items  in 
the  account. 

AUDITORS. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditors  to  audit  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Imperial 
Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  at  such  times  previous  to  the  Triennial  Council  meeting 
as  shall  be  convenient  to  the  officers  named,  submitting  if  possible,  a  report  of  the  state  of 
finances  for  presentation  at  the  opening  session  of  the  Council. 

IMPERIAL  DEPUTY  GRAND  SECRETARY. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Imperial  Deputy  Grand  Secretary  to  be  present  at  all 
sessions  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council,  to  take  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings, 
and  otherwise  assist  the  Imperial  Grand  Secretary  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

COMMITTEES   AND   THEIR  DUTIES. 

The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  session  of  the 
Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council : 

(a)  Credential. 

(b)  Finance. 

(c)  Constitution 

(d)  Correspondence. 

(e)  Petitions  and  Appeals. 
(/)  Rirual. 

Each  of  these  committees  shall  consist  of  five  members,  and  their  duties  shall  be — 

CREDENTIAL. 

To  examine  the  credentials  of  the  representatives  and  report  the  names  of  members 
present,  with  their  rank  and  voting  capacity.  Any  question  as  to  qualification  of  any 
persons  present  to  sit  and  vote,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council. 

FINANCE. 

To  examine  the  financial  statements,  claims,  and  accounts  and  report  thereon,  to 
recommend  the  payment  of  appropriations,  to  consider  "  ways  and  means  "  for  financial 
obligations  of  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council. 
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CONSTITUTION   AND   LAWS. 

To  consider  and  report  upon  the  effect  of  any  proposed  amendment  to,  or  proposition 
affecting  the  Constitution  or  Bye-Laws  of  the  Council. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

To  examine  the  communications  and  documents  that  may  be  referred  to  them,  and 
report  thereon. 

PETITIONS  AND   APPEALS. 

To  investigate  all  petitions  and  appeals  forwaided  to  the  Council,  and  to  report 
thereon. 

RITUAL. 

To  examine  all  amendments  or  propositions  affecting  the  Ritual,  Degrees,  Pass-words, 
Procedure,  or  Secret  Work  of  the  Orange  Society,  and  report  thereon.

ARTICLE    XIII. 

RITUALS,    SECRET  WORK,    ETC. 

The  Ritual,  Order  of  Proceedings,  Lectures,  Pass-words,  and  Secret  Work  prescribed 
by  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council,  shall  be  the  only  Ritual,  Order  of  Proceedings, 
Lectures,  and  Pass-words  used  by  the  Loyal  Orange  Association  of  the  World. 


ARTICLE    XIV. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This  code  of  Bye-Laws  shall  not  be  repealed  or  amended  nor  any  part  thereof,  except 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  representatives  present  at  a  regular  Triennial  session  of  the 
Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council. 
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RULES    OF    ORDER. 


i.  The  President  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  decide  questions  of  order  or 
practice,  stating  the  rule  applicable.  His  decision  shall  be  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Council. 

2.  The  President  shall  not  take  part  in  any  debate,  nor  vote  on  any  motion  unless  on 
an  equal  division,  except  in  the  election  of  officers,  when  he  may  cast  a  ballot.  He  may, 
however,  express  his  views  on  any  question  being  debated,  before  the  vote  is  taken. 

3.  Every  representative  shall,  previous  to  speaking,  rise  and  address  the  President. 

4.  When  two  or  more  representatives  rise  at  the  same  time  the  President  shall  decide 
who  shall  speak  first. 

5.  When  the  President  is  putting  a  question  no  representative  shall  speak  or  move 
around  the  room. 

6.  No  representative,  while  speaking,  shall  be  interrupted,  except  to  explain,  or  upon 
a  point  of  order. 

7.  When  a  representative  is  called  to  order  he  shall  resume  his  seat  until  the  question 
of  order  is  decided,  he  may,  however,  be  permitted  to  explain,  but  in  no  case  to  introduce 
new  matter. 

8.  When  the  ruling  of  the  President  is  appealed  against  he  shall  without  debate  put 
the  question  in  the  following  words  :  "  Shall  the  ruling  of  the  Chair  be  sustained  ?  "  He 
shall  have  the  right  to  state  his  reason  for  the  decision  given. 

9.  No  representative  shall  speak  disrespectfully  of  the  King  or  of  any  member  of  the 
Royal  Family,  or  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  Protestant  ruler ;  nor 
shall  he  use  any  improper  language,  nor  speak  beside  the  question  in  debate. 

10.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  it  was  the  next 
preceding  motion. 

11.  No  motion  shall  be  received  unless  it  be  in  writing  and  seconded. 

12.  A  representative  may  require  the  motion  under  discussion  to  be  read  for  his 
information  at  any  time  during  the  debate,  except  when  a  representative  is  speaking. 

13.  After  a  motion  has  been  received  by  the  President  it  shall  be  in  possession  of 
the  Council,  but  it  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  the  decision  of  the  Council. 
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14-     When  a  question  is  being  debated  no  motion  shall  be  received  except  to  amend, 
to  postpone,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  adjourn,  or  to  commit. 

15.  On  the  call  of  five  representatives  the  "previous  question"  shall  be  put,  and, 
until  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments  or  debate,  and  shall  be  submitted  in  the 
following  words  :  "  Shall  the  vote  on  the  main  question  be  now  taken  ?" 

16.  All  motions  shall  be  submitted  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received,  except  to 
amend,  for  fixing  dates,  or  naming  sums,  when  that  for  the  largest  sum  or  the  longest  date 
shall  be  submitted  first. 

17.  All  motions,  before  being  debated,  shall  be  read  by  the  mover. 

18.  No  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  in  order  unless  made  by  a  representative  who 
voted  with  the  majority. 

19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  when  a  motion  is  out  of  order  to  inform  the 
meeting,  and  to  cite  the  rule  applicable 

20.  No  motion  to  amend  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  shall  be  received. 

21.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  only  be  taken  upon  the  request  of  seven  representatives. 

22.  Any  representative  refusing  to  take  his  seat  when  ordered  by  the  President  shall 
be  suspended  for  the  session. 

23.  In  all  unprovided  cases  the  President  shall  decide,  but  his  decision  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  Council. 
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Appendix    B. 


BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE  IMPERIAL  GRAND  ORANGE  COUNCIL. 


It  is  now  thirty-four  years  since  a  number  of  the  prominent  members  of  the  Order 
were  convinced  of  the  imperative  necessity  for  a  closer  connection  and  a  strengthening  of 
the  bonds  of  brotherhood  uniting  the  various  branches  in  the  British  Isles  and  throughout 
the  world.  Correspondence  was  carried  on  between  a  number  of  the  members,  leading 
up  to  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  organization  of  a  branch  of  the  Order 
which  should  be  representative  of  the  Society  as  a  whole. 

The  aim  of  the  promoters,  as  set  forth  in  their  earlier  communications,  was  not  only 
with  the  view  of  promoting  unity  of  sentiment,  but  harmony  of  action  among  the  Orange 
communities  at  home  and  abroad.  To  this  end  a  Grand  Orange  conference  was  duly 
advertised  and  held  in  the  Orange  Hall  at  Belfast,  Ireland,  on  July  18, 1866,  in  accordance 
with  a  resolution  passed  at  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland,  held  in  December, 
1865.  The  call  for  the  meeting  set  forth  that  it  was  desirable  to  promote  intercommuni- 
cation between  the  various  Orange  Institutions  and  Associations  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland, 
and  the  colonies,  each  said  institution  being  requested  to  send  not  more  than  five  delegates 
to  the  conference. 

There  were  present  at  this  conference  delegates  from  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America.  The  chair  was  occupied  by  Bro.  Stewart 
Blacker,  D.G.M.,  I.,  and  the  vice-chair  by  Bro.  Andrew  Fleming,  G.S.  of  Grand  Lodge  of 
British  America.  The  meeting  was  duly  opened  with  prayer,  after  which  the  first  article 
of  the  constitution  of  the  Council  was  declared  by  resolution  as  follows  : — ■ 

"  That  each  acknowledged  principal  acting  body  of  Orangemen  be  empowered  to  send 
not  more  than  seven  voting  members  to  the  Grand  Council,  except  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
British  North  America,  which,  from  its  peculiar  circumstances,  may  send  fourteen ;  but 
that  as  many  as  bring  Certificates  from  the  Ruling  Body  of  each  province  or  country  be 
admissible  as  Visitors." 

The  Officers  of  the  Council  having  been  then  declared  to  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Treasurer,  the  following  appointments  were  made 
accordingly  : — 

President — The  Bight  Hon.  the  Earl  of  Enniskillen. 
Vice-President — The  Right  Hon.  J.  H.  Cameron,  M.P.P.  (Canada). 
Grand  Secretary — William  Johnston,  Esq.,  of  Ballykilbeg. 
Grand  Treasurer— Stewart  Blacker,  Esq ,  Ireland. 
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The  objects  of  the  Council  were  stated  in  resolutions  to  be  : — To  take  into  considera- 
tion the  state  of  Orangeism  and  Protestantism  generally,  with  the  view  of  devising  means 
for  the  extension  of  Orangeism  in  various  parts  of  the  Empire.  A  recommendation  was 
also  given  to  Orangemen  to  co-operate  with  other  Protestant  Societies  in  taking  parlia- 
mentary action,  and  in  forwarding  petitions,  remonstrances,  or  protests  against  all  further 
concessions  to  Popery." 

The  Conference  having  resolved  that  the  first  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council  should  be 
held  in  the  city  of  London,  on  Wednesday,  July  17th,  1867,  and  having  transacted  other 
business,  the  proceedings  were  brougmt  to  a  close  with  prayer. 


THE  IMPERIAL  GRAND  ORANGE  COUNCIL. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  Conference  at  Belfast,  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  was  held  in  Radley's  Hotel,  Biackfriars 
Street,  London,  on  Wednesday,  July  17th,  1867.  The  Right  Hon.  the  Earl  of  Enniskillen 
presided  over  the  sessions,  and  the  Vice-chair  was  occupied  by  the  Hon.  J.  H.  Cameron, 
M.P.P.,  G.M.  of  British  North  America.  William  Johnston,  D.G.M.  of  Ireland,  was 
Secretary;  and  the  G.L.  of  British  North  America  had  two  other  delegates  in  the  per- 
sons of  Rev.  Robert  Arnold,  G.  Chaplain,  Canada,  West,  and  Robert  Johnston,  M.D.. 
Canada,  West.  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland  were  well  represented.  A  large  amount 
of  business  was  transacted,  among  which  was  the  fixing  of  the  meetings  of  the  Council  as 
Triennial,  and  the  enlarging  of  the  Constitution.  Toronto  was  fixed  on  as  the  next  place 
of  meeting  in  July,  1870.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  an  address  to  the 
Orangemen  of  the  British  Empire.  The  address  was  prepared  and  approved  by  the  Earl 
of  Enniskillen,  and  sent  out  to  the  Orangemen  of  the  British  Empire.  At  that  time  the 
Society  seems  to  have  been  confined  to  Great  Britain  and  the  Colonies.  The  following 
are  a  few  of  the  subjects  referred  to  in  this  address,  and  shows  how  thorough  and  con- 
sistent the  opposition  of  the  Orange  Society  has  been  against  all  Romish  doctrines  and 
revolutionary  encroachments: — It  was  pointed  out  that  the  danger  to  the  church  was  in 
great  measure  occasioned  by  the  Romanising  party  among  the  clergy  of  the  Church  of 
England,  who>e  introduction  of  Romish  Vestments,  Ritual,  and  Doctrines,  was  inconsistent 
with  the  principles  of  the  Reformation,  and  with  Clerical  honesty."  It  was  shown  also 
that  the  danger  to  the  State,  as  well  as  to  the  Church,  arose  from  the  concessions  made 
since  1829,  in  favour  of  Roman  Catholics,  under  the  delusion  that  Popery  ought  to  be 
treated  "as  if  it  were  an  innocent  form  of  Christianity,  deserving  equal  privileges  and 
equal  position  with  Protestantism." 

Several  attacks  on  the  Protestantism  of  the  nation  having  been  referred  to,  the 
Address  proceeded  to  say, — 

11  We  are  in  the  position  of  loyal  men,  who  seek  nothing  except  the  prosperity  of  our 
Queen  and  country.  As  such,  we  now  enter  our  solemn  and  earnest  protest  against  the 
dangerous  concessions  and  the  unjustifiable  alterations  of  the  Constitution,  which  have 
been,  and  will  doubtless  be,  made  at  the  dictation  of  the  Roman  Catholics,  who  will  never 
rest  satisfied  with  anything  short  of  supremacy." 
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The  Address  wound  up  with  the  following'  passage  : — 

"  We  place  upon  record  our  prayer  that  England  may  remain  The  Protestant  Nation 
of  the  World,  while  granting-  to  all  other  creeds  and  persons  toleration  to  the  utmost  limit 
consistent  with  that  position  ;  and  we  avow  our  conviction,  that  when  England  ceases  to 
be  in  Church  and  State  essentially  Protestant,  she  will  cease  to  be  great,  prosperous,  and 
free — if  indeed  she  can  be  permitted  to  have  an  independent  European  existence.  And  we 
declare  before  the  world,  our  inflexible  determination  to  support  at  all  times  and  in  all  cir- 
cumstances, the  House  of  Hanover,  being*  Protestants,  and  to  contend  for  and  sustain  the 
Civil  and  Religious  Liberties  of  our  common  country,  now  seriously  threatened/' 

At  the  close  of  the  session  a  mammoth  public  meeting-  was  held  in  St.  James  Hall, 
Piccadilly,  which  was  addressed  by  leading-  members  of  the  Order  from  England,  Scotland, 
Ireland,  and  Canada. 

SECOND   MEETING  AT   TORONTO,    1870. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Toronto,  Canada,  on  the  13th  July,  1870.  Bro.  Stewart  Blacker,  P.G-.M.,  England,  was 
elected  President,  Bro.  Mackenzie  Bowell,  Vice-President,  and  Bro.  Andrew  Fleming, 
Canada,  Grand  Secretary.  Considerable  business  was  transacted,  after  which  a  resolution 
was  passed  recommending  Brethren  all  over  the  world  to  direct  their  chief  exertions  to 
securing  the  stability  of  Protestant  Institutions,  and  the  dissemination  of  Protestant  prin- 
ciples, as  acted  upon  in  1688,  rather  than  mere  political  or  worldly  interests,  which  were 
only  of  a  subsidiary  importance.  At  this  session,  John  J.  Bond  of  New  York,  Grand 
Master  of  the  Orange  Institution  in  the  United  States  of  America,  requested  admission, 
which  was  at  once  granted  ;  whereupon  Bro.  Bond  was  cordially  received,  and  delivered 
an  interesting  address  on  the  rise  of  Orangeism  in  the  United  States.  It  was  then  resolved, 
That  the  Council  had  learned  with  much  gratification  of  the  existence  of  a  Protestant 
Organization  in  the  neighbouring  Republic,  under  the  honourable  designation  of  Orange  ; 
and  trusted  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  contend  earnestly  for  the  faith  and  the  principles 
maintained  at  Derry,  Aughrim,  and  the  Boyne,  and  wished  them  God  speed  in  their  Pro- 
testant efforts. 

This  seems  to  be  the  first  record  we  have  of  the  affiliation  of  the  U.S.  Orangemen 
with  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council.  Another  resolution  was  passed,  stating  that  the 
one  plain  duty  of  an  Orangeman  was  under  all  circumstances  to  maintain  unity  of  the 
Empire,  and  the  freedom  and  security  of  Protestantism  therein  ;  and  that  any  attempt  by 
any  party  in  the  state,  so  long  as  it  remained  Protestant,  to  separate  the  Empire,  or  en- 
danger Protestant  liberties,  would  meet  with  unflinching  opposition.  The  resolution  went 
on  to  say — 

"  We  solemnly  pledge  ourselves  by" the  divine  assistance,  to  yield  our  lives  and  every- 
thing dear  to  us  in  life,  rather  than  surrender  our  connection  with  the  Empire,  or  suffer 
our  liberties,  civil  or  religious,  to  be  wrested  from  us.  What  our  immortal  fathers  gained 
by  their  courage  must  not  be  lost  by  our  timidity  ;  what  they  dare  to  gain,  we  dare  de- 
fend, if  need  be,  to  the  last  gun,  and  the  last  shilling." 

Another  resolution  adopted  by  the  Grand  Orange  Council  at  this  meeting  dealt  with 
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the  Romanising  movement  in  the  Church ;  the  Council  regretting  to  observe  that  prin- 
ciples had  been  set  forth  in  some  professing  Protestant  Churches  tending  to  a  return  of 
the  dark  days  of  superstition,  and  to  the  establishment  of  that  ecclesiastical  supremacy 
which  their  martyred  forefathers  shook  off  in  vindication  of  gospel  truth  and  liberty. 
Romish  advances  and  sacerdotal  encroachments  had  been  calling  forth  a  spirit  of  enquiry ; 
and  Protestant  sermons,  anniversary  commemorations,  public  lectures  on  leading  events 
of  historical  importance  and  such  like,  were  calculated  to  lead  many  into  the  Orange  fold, 
where  all  might  find  shelter  and  encouragement. 

Another  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Council,  expressing  deep  regret  at  the  death  of 
the  greatly  beloved  and  venerated  Earl  of  Roden,  whose  name  had  been  so  long  and  so 
honourably  associated  with  the  Orange  Order  in  Ireland,  and  with  every  good  word  and 
work  for  the  interests  of  truth  at  home  and  abroad. 


THE   THIRD   MEETING   IN   GLASGOW,    1873. 

The  third  meeting  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Glasgow,  Scotland,  on  the  15th  day  of  July,  1873.  A  grand  public  reception  was  given 
the  Orange  representatives  from  Canada,  and  the  United  States,  and  the  meeting  after 
being  opened  pro  forma  adjourned  until  the  following  day. 

The  chair  was  filled  at  this  meeting  of  the  Council  by  Bro.  D'Arcy  Boulton,  Q.C., 
Grand  Master  of  Ontario  West ;  Bro.  Macklin,  Scotland,  was  elected  Secretary.  Much  of 
the  time  of  the  session  was  taken  up  in  considering  matters  relating  to  the  internal  work- 
ing of  the  Society.  A  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  best  means  of  consolidating 
Orangeism  submitted  a  report. 

The  report  recommended  that  in  each  country  or  nationality  there  should  be  but  one 
Supreme  Grand  Lodge,  with  power  to  organize  Provincial  or  State  Grand  Lodges,  and 
that  one  general  Certificate  be  adopted  for* every  member  of  the  Institution  all  over  the 
world,  a  fac-simile  of  the  name  of  the  Earl  of  Enniskillen  to  be  entered  in  the  margin  as  a 
binding  name  and  tie  for  all  Orangemen,  the  Certificate  to  be  countersigned  by  the  duly 
authorized  Officers  in  each  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction,  and  to  be  recognized  throughout  the 
Orange  world.     The  report  concluded  thus  : — 

"  Your  committee  desire  to  express  their  earnest  hope  that  the  principles  of  Orangeism 
will  be  established  throughout  the  world ;  and  that  each  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction  will  put 
forth  every  effort  for  the  carrying  out  of  this  desirable  object,  by  the  organization  of 
Orange  Lodges  in  all  countries  where  the  Order  does  not  now  exist,  upon  the  basis  of  civil 
and  religious  liberty,  founded  on  the  Bible." 

It  was  then  moved  by  Bro.  John  J.  Bond,  seconded  by  Bro.  Oronhyatekha,  and 
resolved — 

"  That  this  Council  recommend  that  courses  of  Lectures  upon  the  principles  of 
Orangeism  be  delivered  under  the  auspices  of  the  various  Orange  Lodges  universally,  so 
that  the  membership  of  the  Order  shall  be  increased  and  instructed." 
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The  next  Triennial  Meeting  of  the  Council  was  appointed  to  be  held  on  the  19th  of 
July,  1876,  in  the  City  of  Londonderry. 

After  the  meeting  of  the  Triennial  Council,  the  delegates  from  Canada,  Bros.  D'Arcy 
Boulton  and  H.  S.  McDonald,  Grand  Masters  of  Ontario  West  and  Ontario  East,  visited 
Birmingham  and  Liverpool  where  large  public  meetings  were  held  and  much  enthusiasm 
shown  by  friends  of  the  Order. 


FOURTH   MEETING  AT  LONDONDERRY. 

In  pursuance  to  the  resolution  at  the  meeting  at  Glasgow,  the  fourth  meeting  of  the 
Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  was  held  in  Londonderry,  Ireland,  on  the  19th  and  20th 
of  July,  1876.  Bro.  Sir  Mackenzie  Bowell,  G.M.,  B.A.,  was  elected  President,  and  Bro. 
Stewart  Blacker,  D.G.M.,  Ireland,  Vice-President.  Bro.  Richard  Davis,  London,  was 
elected  Secretary.  It  was  resolved  the  Right  Hon.  the  Earl  of  Enniskillen  be  recognized 
as  Imperial  Grand  Master  of  the  British  Empire.  An  address  to  the  Orangemen  of  the 
Empire  was  submitted  by  Bro.  Wm.  Johnston,  M.P.,  Belfast,  which  among  many  stirring 
sentiments  contained  the  following  : — 

"  The  services  rendered  to  the  Empire  by  the  Orange  Order  have  been  many  and 
great.  At  home  and  in  the  colonies  it  has  ever  presented  an  obstacle  in  the  way  of  those 
who  desired  to  bring  about  the  disintegration  of  the  Empire  :  and  statesmen  would  do  well 
to  recognize  the  spirit  and  principles  which,  notwithstanding  passive  dislike  and  active 
hostility  in  quarters  that  ought  least  to  have  shown  such,  have  not  caused  to  swerve  from 
their  loyalty  a  vast  and  increasing  body,  who  are  animated  by  an  attachment  to  Bible 
truth,  and  to  the  British  Constitution." 

Bro.  Stewart  Blacker,  D.G.M.,  I.,  delivered  an  address  on  the  nature,  principles,  and 
present  constitution  of  Orangeism,  among  other  things  remarking — 

"  Its  religious  character  springs  from  its  aims  and  desire  to  aid  in  the  maintenance  of 
the  principles  of  the  Reformation  and  the  blessings  of  an  open  Bible,  and  its  political  one, 
from  the  desire  to  aid  in  the  maintenance  of  our  civil  and  religious  liberties  as  secured  to 
us  by  the  Bill  of  Rights,  and  the  Constitution  of  1688,  under  King  William  III.,  Prince  of 
Orange,  whence  its  name." 


FIFTH   MEETING  AT   OTTAWA. 

The  fifth  meeting  of  the  Council  was  in  the  city  of  Ottawa,  on  July  23rd,  24th,  and 
25th.  Much  business,  largely  of  a  routine  nature  was  transacted,  and  there  were  numerous 
social  festivities.  Bro.  Wm.  Johnston,  M.P.,  D.G.M.,  Ireland,  was  elected  President,  Bro. 
Henry  Merrich,  P.G.M.,  B.A.,  Vice-President,  and  Bro.  Richard  Davis,  England,  Secretary. 
There  were  several  representatives  from  Great  Britain,  and  a  number  from  the  United 
States. 

A  committee  having  been  appointed  to  consider  the  difficulties  in  connection  with  the 
workings  of  the  Order  in  the  United  States,  where  there  were  two  Grand  Lodges,  its 
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report  for  the  settlement  of  the  differences  was  agreed  to,  and  a  cordial  union  was  effected, 
the  brethren  representing  both  Grand  Lodges  heartily  shaking  hands  with  each  other  as 
they  became  one  Body. 

The  next  place  of  meeting  was  fixed  for  London,  England,  in  July,  1882. 


SIXTH   MEETING   IX   LOXDOX. 

The  sixth  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  in  the  cit}T  of  London,  England,  on 
"Wednesday,  July  10th,  1882,  lasting  two  days.  The  session  was  well  attended.  Repre- 
sentatives were  present  from  Xew  South  TTales,  Middle  Island,  New  Zealand,  South 
Australia  and  Queensland  Three  representatives  were  present  from  Canada,  but  the 
United  States  was  not  represented  at  the  meeting.  Of  course  by  far  the  larger  number 
present  were  from  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland.  Eight  Hon.  Lord  Trevor,  Grand 
Master  of  England,  was  elected  President,  and  Bro.  Richard  Davis  re-elected  Secretary. 
At  that  time  much  disloj'alty  was  being  shown  by  a  section  in  Ireland,  and  in  the  Grand 
Master's  address  the  following  paragraph  appears  which  reads  much  as  though  it  was 
prophetic  of  the  present  times : — "Everywhere  throughout  the  Empire  of  the  Queen,  the 
Orange  Institution  emphatically  asserts  the  principles  on  which  rest  Britain's  throne.  At 
home,  and  in  the  glorious  Colonies  of  the  Empire,  vast  numbers  of  our  Brotherhood  are 
ever  rea  \y  to  do  valiant  fight  for  the  Queen  and  Constitution.  Disloyal  men  in  Ireland 
are  hostile  to  the  Union,  and  scarcely  conceal  their  treason  to  the  Crown.  Every  Orange- 
man is  bound  to  resist  the  aims  and  efforts  of  these  traitors,  and  guard  the  interests  of  the 
Empire  and  the  honour  of  the  Throne/' 

In  this  meeting,  as  in  many  of  the  others,  the  nature  of  the  addresses,  and  the  scope 
of  the  business  transacted  appear  to  have  been  dealing  largely  in  generalities.  Reports 
were  made  verbally,  by  the  delegates,  on  the  condition  of  affairs  in  the  various  Grand 
Lodges,  but  little  seems  to  have  been  done,  so  far  as  the  reports  show  in  the  way  of  earnest 
practical  work  to  relieve  the  difficulties  which  appeared  to  press  upon  several  Grand 
Lodges.     Several  resolutions  were  presented  reaffirming  former  presentments. 

Bro.  the  Rev.  S.  G.  Potter,  D.D.,  G.C.,  said  that  life  and  action  were  what  were 
needed  to  make  Orangeism  a  united  and  consolidated  power,  and  all  Masters  should  seek 
to  educate  public  opinion  by  encouraging  and  holding  Public  Meetings  to  expound  the 
principles  of  Orangeism.  He  then  moved  the  following  resolution,  which,  having  been 
seconded  by  Bro.  Rev.  R.  S.  Home,  G.C.S.,  was  agreed  to  : — - 

"  Considering  the  A'arious  dangers  and  difficulties  with  respect  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  great  Protestant  and  Constitutional  principles  of  1688,  in  the  LTnited  Kingdom  and  its 
Colonies,  this  Council  strongly  recommends  to  the  Grand  Lodges  throughout  the  world  to 
take  steps  for  the  revival  of  said  principles,  and  by  every  means  to  impress  upon  the 
leaders  of  Conservative  parties  the  necessity  for  openly  and  vigorousl}'  supporting  them  : 
and  with  this  view  that  Brethren  should  use  their  utmost  efforts  to  elect  Members  to 
Parliament  who  will  advocate  these  principles  in  their  respective  houses,  and  that,  in 
exercising  their  political  functions,  no  compromise  of  those  principles  on  which  Orangeism 
is  based,  should  be  in  any  way  recognized." 
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Probably  the  most  important  action  was  a  report  presented  by  the  late  Major  James 
Bennett,  at  that  time  Grand  Master,  Ontario  West,  on  the  assimilation  of  the  degrees  of 
Orangeism  throughout  the  world.  The  committee  reported  that  the  lectures  at  that  time 
given  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  would  be 
the  most  suitable  for  the  Empire,  and  they  recommend  the  same  for  adoption.  In  order 
to  establish  this  uniformit}',  the  Imperial  Grand  Council  instructed  Bro.  Davis,  the  Grand 
Secretary,  to  prepare  the  same  for  the  different  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Empire.  This  report 
was  received  and  adopted,  but  so  far  as  known  by  the  writer,  this  most  important  resolu- 
tion was  never  thoroughly  carried  out,  if  at  all  attempted. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Council  was  fixed  for  Edinburgh,  on  July  22nd,  1885,  and 
the  sessions  were  brought  to  a  close  in  the  usual  manner. 

SEVENTH   MEETING   AT   EDINBURGH. 

The  seventh  Triennial  meeting  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  was  held  in  the 
city  of  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  on  the  22nd  July,  1885,  pursuant  to  resolution  of  the  last 
meeting.  Delegates  were  present  from  Queensland,  Victoria,  and  no  less  than  six  from  the 
Grand  and  Provincial  Lodges  of  Canada.  C.  I.  Paton,  G.M.  of  Scotland,  was  elected 
President  and  Richard  Davis  re-elected  Secretary.  After  the  reading  of  letters  from 
absent  representatives,  addresses  were  delivered  by  visiting  brethren  upon  the  state  of  the 
Order  in  their  jurisdiction.  The  matter  of  Degrees  and  Ritual  again  came  up  in  one  of 
the  first  resolutions  presented,  and  was  as  follows  : — 

Moved  by  Bro.  Wm.  Johnston,  D. G.M.I, ,  seconded  by  Bro.  Rev.  Edward  Griffith,  G.M. 
of  Queensland,  and  resolved,  That  this  Grand  Council  are  of  unanimous  opinion  that  the 
Lecture  and  Degree  of  the  Orange  Order,  as  at  present  given  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  would  be  most  suitable  for  the  Empire,  and  are  hereby 
recommended  for  adoption  by  the  various  Grand  Lodges  represented  at  the  Imperial 
Grand  Council.  That  the  various  Grand  Lodges  are  hereby  recommended  to  adopt  the 
Purple  Ritual  at  present  used  in  England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland. 

This  recommendation  not  having  any  special  compulsory  clause,  appear  to  have  met 
largely  the  fate  of  so  many  previous  resolutions  upon  this  subject,  for  a  later  resolution 
effectually  shelved  it  by  the  following  : — That  the  President  of  the  Grand  Imperial  Council 
be  respectfully  requested  to  furnish  each  Grand  Lodge  with  a  printed  copy  of  the  proposed 
amended  Purple  Ritual  for  consideration,  and  report  to  the  next  Triennial  Meeting  of  the 
Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council. 

A  matter  which  occupied  considerable  time  was  an  effort  to  settle  a  dispute  regard- 
ing the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Australia.  An  address  was  issued  by 
the  Giand  Master,  the  Earl  of  Enniskillen,  on  the  matter  to  the  Orangemen  of  Australia, 
and  which  had  the  desired  effect. 

A  congratulatory  telegram  was  sent  to  Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  on  the  auspicious 
event  of  the  marriage  of  H.R.H.  Princess  Beatrice  with  H.R.H.  Prince  Henry  of 
Battenberg. 

A  memorandum  of  suggestion  regarding  the  proper  observance  of  the  Bi-Centennial 
of  the  Revolution  Settlement  of  1688,  was  adopted. 
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A  resolution  which  if  extended  somewhat,  and  carried  into  effect  would  have  been 
advantageous  was  passed,  but  seems  to  have  ended  just  where  so  many  others  have  done, 
that  is  to  say  with  their  passing  the  Council: — "  That  it  be  a  recommendation  to  the  various 
Grand  Lodges  to  issue  a  certificate  for  the  use  of  Travelling  Brethren  beyond  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Ireland  ;  and  that  the  Masters  of  Lodges  be  requested  not  to  admit  to  their 
respective  Lodges  any  person  purporting  to  be  a  member,  although  he  may  have  the 
Triennial  pass-word,  unless  he  also  have  a  certificate  or  demit  under  the  Seal  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  signature  of  the  G.  M.  and  G.  S.,  and  that  the  President,  C.  I.  Paton,  be  re- 
quested to  prepare  such  a  certificate  or  demit.  Such  certificate  to  issue  only  when  the 
Brother  is  travelling  beyond  the  limits  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  not  to  exceed 
twelve  months  in  continuance." 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  : — "  That  the  next  meeting  of  the  Imperial 
Council  be  held  in  Carrickfergus,  Ireland,  being  the  place  where  William  III.  landed  on 
his  arrival  in  that  country." 

The  date  of  the  meeting  was  fixed  for  the  Wednesday  nearest  20th  July,  1888,  at 
the  hour  of  eleven  o'clock,  after  which  the  Council  proceedings  closed. 


EIGHTH  MEETING  IN  CARRICKFERGUS. 

The  eighth  Triennial  meeting  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  was  convened  in 
the  Town  Hall  of  Carrickfergus,  Ireland,  on  Wednesday,  July  19th,  1888.  This  being  the 
Bi-Centennial  year  of  the  landing  of  William  at  Torbay  and  the  stirring  scenes  of  the  Re- 
volution Settlement  of  1688,  the  sessions  dwelt  especially  upon  this  important  event  in 
British  history.  The  proceedings  were  opened  by  a  sermon  in  the  Parish  Church  of 
Carrickfergus,  by  the  venerable  Bishop  of  Connor,  in  which  service  the  late  Dr.  Kane,  so 
well  known  and  highly  respected,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Potter  each  took  part. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Grand  President,  Wm.  Johnston,  M.P.,  took  the  chair,  and  a 
resolution  was  at  once  moved  that  the  Right  Hon.  Earl  of  Erne  be  President  for  the  ensu- 
ing three  years.  Hon.  N.  Clarke  Wallace  (Canada)  was  unanimously  elected  Vice-Presi- 
dent, and  Richard  Davis  re-elected  Secretary.  A  large  number  of  delegates  were  present 
from  England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland ;  five  were  present  from  Canada,  and  one  from 
Queensland. 

After  the  election  of  the  Officers,  a  carefully  prepared  address  touching  upon  live 
subjects  pertaining  to  the  Society,  was  delivered  by  the  Grand  President,  after  which 
reports  were  submitted  by  representatives  present  on  the  condition  of  affairs  in  their 
respective  Grand  Lodges,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  report  bearing  upon  the 
state  and  position  of  the  Order  in  the  respective  quarters  of  the  world. 

During  the  session  an  invitation  was  extended  by  Bro.  J.  J.  Ferguson,  the  Governor  of 
the  'Prentice  Boy,  to  attend  the  celebration  on  12th  August,  of  the  anniversary  of  Derry, 
to  any  delegates  who  could  make  it  at  all  convenient  to  be  in  Ireland  at  that  time. 

Bro.  N.  Clarke  Wallace  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  carried  unani- 
mously, but  so  far  as  we  are  able  to  ascertain  has  never  been  carried  out : — "  That  in  order 
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to  make  this  Imperial  Council  a  more  effective  means  of  communication  between  the  vari- 
ous Orange  organizations  throughout  the  world,  it  be  requested  that  at  least  40  copies  of 
each  Grand  Ledge  Eeport  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  Imperial  Council,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  circulate  them  ameng  the  Grand  Officers  of  the  other  Grand  Lodges." 

The  question  of  the  names  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  New  Zealand  came  before  the 
Council  this  year,  and  after  some  debate  it  was  resolved: — "That  the  attention  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  meeting  in  New  Zealand  be  called  to  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Imperial 
Grand  Orange  Council,  at  its  meeting  in  London,  in  July,  1882,  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
meeting  in  the  North  Island  is  hereby  recognized  by  this  Imperial  Council  as  the  '  Grand 
Orange  Lodge  of  North  Island,  New  Zealand '  and  that  meeting  in  the  Middle  Island  as 
the  '  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  Middle  Island,  New  Zealand.' " 

The  resolution  referred  to  was : — "That  in  order  to  promote  the  interests  of  Orangeism 
in  New  Zealand,  it  be  a  recommendation  to  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge  meeting  in  the  North 
Island  that  it  henceforth  bear  the  title  of  the  '  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  North  Island,  New 
Zealand,'  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Middle  Island,  being  separate  and  independent, 
continue  to  bear  the  name  '  Grand  Orange  Lodge,  Middle  Island,  New  Zealand '  as 
heretofore.' " 

This  matter  still  remains  in  abeyance,  and  nothing  towards  settling  the  matter  has 
been  accomplished  as  yet,  appeals  and  counter  appeals  being  before  this  session  to 
adjudicate  upon. 

The  invitation  of  the  Brethren  from  Canada  to  hold  the  next  Triennial  session  in 
Toronto  was  accepted,  and  the  Council  closed  to  meet  in  July,  1891. 


NINTH   MEETING   IN   TORONTO. 

The  great  Orange  centre  of  Canada  extended  a  right  royal  welcome  to  the  ninth 
Triennial  gathering  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council,  which  opened  on  July  22nd  in 
that  loyal  city,  and  continued  in  session  for  three  days.  William  Johnston,  M.P.,  Bally- 
kilbeg,  Ireland,  was  present,  representing  that  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  was  well  represented.  The  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  in  Canada  had  good 
representations.  Hon.  N.  Clarke  Wallace,  M.P.,  was  elected  President,  and  Bro.  W.  J. 
Traynor,  Grand  Master  of  the  United  States,  Vice-President,  and  Robert  Birmingham, 
of  Toronto,  Grand  Secretarjr. 

The  visiting  delegates  and  those  from  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodges,  reported  upon 
the  state  of  the  Order  in  their  various  jurisdictions.  During  the  session  Bro.  Jas.  Kelly, 
from  the  New  Brunswick  delegation,  presented  Bro.  Wm.  Johnston,  M.P.,  with  a  hand- 
some Grand  Master's  regalia.  A  considerable  number  of  resolutions  of  a  general  nature 
were  passed,  and  a  vote  of  thanks  extended  the  Corporation  of  Toronto  for  the  very  hos- 
pitable entertainment  given  the  members  of  the  Council. 

The  representative  from  Ireland,  Bro.  Wm,  Johnston,  M.P.,  was  honoured  by  the 
unanimous  passing  of  the  following : — "  That  the  best  thanks  of  this  Imperial  Grand 
Orange  Council  be  tendered  to  Bro.  William  Johnston,  M.P.,  D.G.M.,  Ireland,  for  his 
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kindness  and  courtesy  in  presiding  at  the  several  meetings  of  the  Council,  and  for  his  long 
and  valuable  service  to  the  Orange  Association.  And  it  is  the  earnest  prayer  of  the 
Brethren  that  Bro.  Johnston  may  long  be  spared  to  continue  the  great  work  of  promoting 
the  welfare  of  Orangeism,  in  which  he  has  been  engaged  for  so  many  years." 

Much  satisfaction  was  expressed  at  the  presence  of  so  many  distinguished  Orange- 
men from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  Secretaries  of  the  various  Grand  and  Provincial  Grand 
Lodges  be  corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  Council. 

The  next  meeting  was  fixed  for  London,  England,  in  July,  1894, 


TENTH   MEETING   IN   LONDON,    ENGLAND. 

Pursuant  to  the  resolution  passed  at  the  Toronto  meeting,  the  tenth  Triennial  meet- 
ing of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  was  held  in  the  Westminster  Palace  Hotel, 
London,  on  July  24th,  1894.  Representatives  were  present  from  England,  Ireland,  Scot- 
land, New  Zealand,  Australia  and  Canada.  The  number  present  from  Canada  this  session 
exceed  that  of  any  previous  year  when  the  sessions  were  held  in  Great  Britain. 

The  chair  was  taken  by  the  Grand  President,  Bro.  Hon  N.  Clarke  Wallace,  M.P., 
who  had  the  very  high  compliment  of  being  re  elected  Grand  President.  Colonel  Waring 
was  elected  Vice  President,  and  William  Touchstone,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  President  submitted  an  exhaustive  report  of  the  work  of  the  Council  during  the 
past  three  years,  and  a  brief  sketch  of  the  situation  in  the  different  Grand  Lodges.  No 
effort  seems  to  have  been  made  to  secure  statistical  information  from  the  Grand  Lodges,  as 
the  Secretary's  report  dealt  in  generalities  and  the  information  procured  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  reports  that  were  forwarded  to  his  office.  By  reason  of  the  Representatives  pre- 
sent submitting  only  verbal  reports  to  the  meeting,  there  is  no  record  of  the  standing  and 
condition  of  the  Grand  Lodges. 

The  question  of  a  universal  annual  pass-word  and  ritual  again  came  up  for  discussion, 
the  representatives  from  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  being  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that 
the  full  benefits  that  might  be  conferred  by  the  Council  upon  Grand  Lodges  could  not  be 
obtained  until  some  progressive  legislation  of  this  kind  was  enacted.  When  this  matter 
was  sought  to  be  made  effective,  some  of  the  Brethren  from  England  feared  it  might  inter- 
fere with  the  Friendly  Societies' Act  to  have  these  pass-words  and  secret  degrees  and  signs. 
So  the  matter  was  allowed  to  stand  over  until  next  session,  when  it  would  be  thoroughly 
looked  into.     As  a  result  it  was  buried  again  for  three  years. 

Several  enjoyable  social  functions  were  extended  to  the  visiting  delegates  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England,  among  which  was  a  banquet  in  one  of  the  large  hotels,  at  which 
were  present  Col.  Saunderson,  M.P.,  of  Orange  fame  in  the  British  House  of  Commons, 
Wm.  Johnston,  M.P.,  and  several  other  members  of  Parliament,  and  a  host  of  wealthy  and 
influential  members  of  the  Orange  Society.  Every  effort  was  exerted  to  make  the  evening 
pleasant  to  the  visitors. 
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The  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this  session  was  never  printed  and  the  records  of 
resolutions  and  addresses  were  therefore  lost  to  the  Society. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  next  session  be  held  in  the  city  of  Glasgow,  Scotland,  on  the 
third  Wednesday  in  July,  1897. 


ELEVENTH    MEETING    IN    GLASGOW. 

The  eleventh  Triennial  meeting  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  was  held  in  the 
auditorium  of  the  Waterloo  Eooms,  Glasgow,  in  July,  1897,  the  date  fixed  at  the  London 
meeting. 

This  session  coming  as  it  did  in  the  Jubilee  year  of  Her  Gracious  Majesty,  drew  to 
the  Old  Country  a  large  gathering  of  Orangemen,  so  that  the  meetings  at  Glasgow  were 
more  than  ordinarily  interesting.  There  were  members  present  from  England,  Ireland, 
Scotland,  Canada,  the  United  States,  New  Zealand,  Australia,  and  South  Africa.  Hon. 
N.  Clarke  Wallace,  the  Grand  President,  occupied  the  chair  and  opened  the  proceedings. 
Addresses  of  welcome  were  presented  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  and  the  local  lodges, 
and  were  suitably  replied  to  by  the  President. 

President  Wallace  presented  an  excellent  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  year  and 
the  work  of  the  Society,  but  this  was  the  only  report  submitted  by  any  of  the  officers.  In 
the  election  of  new  officers  the  Eight.  Hon.  The  Earl  of  Erne  was  elected  to  fill  the  chair. 
Bro.  J.  W.  Bell,  M.P.,  Canada,  was  elected  Vice  President,  and  Herman  H.  Pitts,  Canada, 
Secretary. 

The  Earl  of  Erne  presented  an  address  on  taking  the  chair,  referring  to  the  Jubilee 
of  Her  Majesty,  that  the  present  large  gathering  was  a  proof  of  the  unity  of  the  Empire, 
and  that  whatever  clime  the  delegates  came  from  or  whatever  conditions  of  life  they  may 
have  been  in,  they  found  the  Orange  Institution  founded  upon  the  same  principles,  those 
of  equal  rights  for  all. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  appointing  a  committee  to  frame  resolutions  of  loyal  con- 
gratulations to  Her  Majesty,  the  Queen,  on  her  long  and  prosperous  reign. 

The  Canadian  and  United  States  Orangemen  were  not  disposed  to  a  shelving  of 
practical  work  at  this  session,  such  as  the  harmonizing  of  the  Lectures  and  a  universal 
pass,  and  pressed  for  a  pronouncement  on  the  part  of  the  Council.  The  outcome  of  the 
discussion  was  a  committee  to  thoroughly  review  the  Constitution,  which  submitted  a 
report  at  this  session,  and  was  adopted.  The  decision  of  the  meeting  was  to  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  Lectures  as  authorized  by  the  Imperial  Grand  Council,  that  is  to  say 
the  Orange  and  E.A.  P.,  but  the  sessions  adjourned  without  any  definite  decision  regarding 
pass-words  and  ritual. 

The.  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  exerted  itself  to  the  utmost  to  make  the  sessions 
agreeable  to  the  visitors.  Meals  were  served  in  the  Waterloo  Eooms,  and  a  banquet  was 
given  the  representatives.    A  large  public  meeting  was  held  on  one  of  the  evenings,  which 


was  addressed  by  The  Hon.  The  Earl  of  Erne,  Hon.  N.  Clarke  Wallace,  M.P.,  Wm, 
Johnston,  M.P.,  J.  W.  Bell,  M.P.,  and  a  number  of  the  delegates  from  a  distance. 

At  this  session  much  real  practical  work  was  transacted,  which  paved  the  way  to  a 
better  understanding  of  the  needs  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  and  the  work  cut  out  for  the 
Triennial  Council. 

The  next  session  was  fixed  for  July,  1900,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  after  which  the 
meeting  closed. 


TWELFTH   SESSION   AT   NEW   YORK. 

The  twelfth  Triennial  meeting  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  was  convened 
in  the  Auditorium  of  the  Grand  Opera  House,  New  York,  on  the  26th  July,  1900,  and  by 
adjournment  on  the  27th  July.  This  seems  to  have  been  the  most  enthusiastic  meeting 
yet  held.  In  the  absence  of  the  Grand  President,  the  Earl  of  Erne,  Bro.  J.  W.  Bell, 
Imperial  1st  Vice-President,  occupied  the  chair. 

There  were  very  many  delegates  from  all  the  State  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United 
States,  and  from  all  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  of  British  America,  but  Bro.  William 
Johnston,  M.P.  of  Ballykilbeg,  was  the  only  representative  present  from  the  British  Islands. 

A  good  deal  of  real  work  for  the  Order  was  done  at  this  session,  including  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Committee  to  work  up  a  Ritual  of  Introduction,  &c,  which  might  be  adopted 
and  become  universal.  Bro.  J.  W.  Bell,  M.P.P.,  was  elected  Grand  President,  and  Bro. 
Hermann  H.  Pitts,  Canada,  was  re-elected  Imperial  Grand  Secretary. 

The  New  York  brethren  gave  the  members  and  delegates  a  right  royal  reception, 
spending  thousands  of  dollars  on  the  same.  There  were  many  and  successful  public  meet- 
ings, receptions,  an  enjoyable  excursion  on  New  York  Harbour,  and  a  parade  which 
included  3000  Orangemen  with  colours  on. 

The  next  session  was  fixed  for  the  City  of  Dublin,  to  be  held  on  15th,  16th,  and  17th 
July,  1903. 

THIRTEENTH   SESSION   AT  DUBLIN. 

The  thirteenth  Triennial  meeting  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  of  the  World 
was  held  in  the  Rotunda,  Dublin,  on  15th  July,  1903,  and  by  adjournment  on  16th  July. 
Bro.  David  Graham,  New  York,  who  by  the  lamented  death  of  the  late  Bro.  J.  W.  Bell, 
had  become  President,  occupied  the  chair,  and  was  supported  on  the  platform  by  Bro.  the 
Earl  of  Erne,  Past  President  and  Grand  Master  of  Ireland,  and  by  Bro.  Wm.  Young,  Imp. 
Past  Vice-President  and  Grand  Master  of  Scotland.  The  Vice-Chair  was  occupied  by  Bro. 
Robert  Todd,  D.G.M.,  England. 

This  was  the  largest  and  most  important  meeting  of  the  Council  ever  yet  held.  Great 
numbers  of  delegates  attended  from  the  United  States  and  from  Canada,  and  from  Eng- 
land, and  Scotland  and  Ireland,  while  Queensland  and  South  and  West  Australia  were  also 
well  represented. 
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The  Earl  of  Erne  welcomed  the  delegates  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  to 
Ireland's  Capital,  and  hoped  their  deliberations  would  be  for  the  consolidation  of  the 
Orange  Order  the  World  over. 

A  splendid  report  of  the  progress  of  the  Order  during  the  three  years,  1900-1903,  was 
read  by  President  Graham,  which  brought  from  the  Earl  of  Erne  the  remark  that  it  was 
the  finest  address  he  had  ever  heard  on  such  an  occasion. 

The  Imp.  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Pitts  (who  was  absent)  had  also  sent  a  very  fine 
report  of  the  condition  of  the  Order  throughout  the  World,  and  so  well  was  it  received, 
that  it  was  resolved  to  cable  to  Bro.  Pitts  the  congratulations  of  the  Council. 


The  Committee  previously  appointed  presented  the  Ritual,  which  they  proposed 
should  be  universal,  but  the  Committee  on  Ritual  appointed  to  examine  it  would  not 
have  it,  and  so  another  Committee  was  appointed  with  a  view  to  getting  an  universal 
Ritual  3  years  hence. 

At  this  session,  however,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  have  an  universal  Annual,  to 
be  sent  to  all  Grand  Lodges  in  time  to  come  into  force  on  1st  January  of  each  year,  and 
very  much  other  good  work  was  done.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  and  the  Dublin 
Brethren  did  everything  possible  to  make  the  sessions  a  success,  and  there  can  be  no 
doubt  but  Orangeism  the  World  over  will  be  very  much  better  and  very  much  healthier 
because  of  this  session. 

Bro.  William  Young,  Grand  Master  of  Scotland,  was  appointed  Imperial  Grand  Pre- 
sident, and  Bro.  James  Rice,  Grand  Secretary  of  Scotland,  was  appointed  Imperial  Grand 
Secretary — this  being  the  first  time  on  record  in  which  the  Grand  President  and  Secretary 
were  elected  from  the  same  jurisdiction. 

The  next  meeting  was  fixed  for  Toronto,  Canada,  in  July,  1906. 
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DEMONSTRATIONS,  BANQUET,  AND  EXCURSIONS. 


The  delegates  from  the  Colonies  and  the  United  States  to  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange 
Council  had  a  fine  opportunity  of  seeing  Orangeism  as  it  exists  in  the  Home-land,  as  they 
had  all  arrived  in  time  for  the  celebrations  of  the  Glorious  12th. 


Glasgow. 

Many  of  the  delegates  found  their  way  to  Glasgow  for  the  monster  demonstration 
held  there  on  Saturday,  11th  July.  The  Orangemen  of  about  23  different  Districts 
assembled  on  the  Glasgow  Green  (Public  Park),  and  with  numerous  bands,  and  banners 
and  flags  proceeded  to  Greenock,  where  the  place  of  rendezvous  was,  and  here  they  were 
again  met  by  other  10  District  Lodges.  The  whole  procession  then  marched  to  a  field 
which  commanded  a  beautiful  view  of  the  Firth  of  Clyde,  where  a  platform  had  been 
erected,  and  where — being  on  a  hill — the  whole  assemblage  could  be  seen  for  miles  around. 
Numerous  carriages,  each  drawn  Irv  two  "prancing  gre}Ts,"  were  provided  for  the  delegates 
and  the  Office-bearers  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  the  demonstration  was  about  two 
miles  in  length.     It  was  computed  that  at  least  25,000  took  part  in  it. 

The  sight  of  all  these  men  decked  in  the  glorious  colours  of  the  Order,  with  hundreds 
of  banners  and  flags  waving  in  the  breeze ;  with  the  inspiriting  music  of  at  least  50 
instrumental  bands,  brass,  flute,  and  pipe — with  occasionally  the  good  old  Irish  fife  and 
drum — and  the  beautiful  windings  of  the  Clyde  and  Gourock  Bay  in  the  distance,  caused 
some  of  the  delegates  to  exclaim  :  "What  a  grand — what  a  glorious  sight !  "  And  it  was 
grand.     And  it  was  glorious. 

From  the  platform  in  the  park  the  following  brethren  took  a  part  in  addressing  the 
meeting  : — Bro.  Wm.  Young,  Grand  Master  of  Scotland,  who  presided  ;  Bro.  David 
Graham  (New  York),  Imperial  Grand  President;  Bro.  Eev.  Geo.  T.  Lemmon,  Supreme 
Grand  Master  United  States ;  Bro.  Dan.  M'Dougall,  Grand  Master  Nova  Scotia ;  Bro. 
Robt.  Burns  (Toronto),  Imperial  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies ;  Bro.  Rev.  Geo.  Worrell 
(Philadelphia),  President  of  the  Orange  Home ;  Bro.  Frank  D.  Keag  (Chicago),  Organizer 
of  the  Orange  Young  Americans ;  Bro.  Rev.  W.  AY.  Miskimmon,  Newry,  Ireland ;  Bro 
Rev.  J.  W.  Hodgkinson,  Glasgow  j  and  Bro.  Bailie  M'Cormick,  Irvine. 
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After  the  public  meeting  the  visitors  and  Grand  Lodge  officials  were  entertained  to 
dinner  in  a  large  marque  in  the  park,  and  silver  match  boxes,  with  the  emblems  of  the 
Order,  were  to  be  prepared,  and  sent  to  each  delegate  to  the  Triennial  Council  who  took 
part  in  the  proceedings. 

On  Saturday  night  the  delegates  left  Glasgow  and  crossed  over  to  Belfast,  where  on 
Monday,  13th,  they  enjoyed  the  huge  procession  of  the  Belfast  Orangemen. 

I  cannot  give  particulars  of  this  Demonstration,  but  it  was  certainly  the  largest  turn- 
out of  the  Belfast  Brethren  which  has  been  for  many  years,  and  I  notice  that  at  the  public 
meeting  at  Cloughfern,  the  following  delegates  took  part  in  the  proosedings]: — Bro.  John 
M'Millan  (Grand  Master,  Ontario,  West) ;  Bro.  Duncan  Monro  (Grand  Master,  Ontario, 
East) ;  Bro.  Rev.  George  T.  Lemmon  (Supreme  Grand  Master  of  the  United  States) ; 
Bro.  Dan.  M'Dougall  (Grand  Master  of  Nova  Scotia). 

The  procession,  which  took  fully  an  hour  and  a  half  to  pass  a  given  point,  was  said 
to  have  been  taken  part  in  by  40,000  men  with  colours. 

The  delegates  then  went  to  Scarva  on  the  14th  to  view  the  famous  sham-fight,  but 
unfortunately  the  weather  was  very  unpropitious,  and  the  fight  was  not  seen  to  advantage. 

On  the  15th  July  we  all  met  together  for  the  Council  Meetings  in  Dublin,  and  here 
in  the  reception  accorded  to  us,  and  in  their  efforts  to  make  the  meetings  enjoyable  and 
memorable,  the  Dublin  Brethren  and  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  Ireland  surpassed  any- 
thing that  has  hitherto  been  attempted  in  connection  with  the  Council  Meetings. 

The  Great  Public  Meeting  on  Wednesday  night  in  the  Rotunda,  when  not  less  than 
5000  were  present. 

The  Greater  Banquet  in  the  Rotunda  on  Thursday  evening,  when  the  elite  of  Irish 
Orangeism  were  present,  from  the  Duke  of  Manchester  clown  to  the  ordinary  working 
man.  and  the  tables  were  literally  groaning  with  the  weight  of  the  good  things  provided. 
The  sight-seeing  round  Dublin  on  the  Friday,  the  Banquet  by  the  Grand  Black  Chapter 
of  Ireland  on  Friday  night,  and  the  excursion  up  the  Boyne  on  Saturday,  18th  July,  are 
incidents  which,  I  venture  to  say,  will  never  be  forgotten  by  any  who  had  the  pleasure 
of  taking  part  in  them. 

The  following  sketch  by  Bro.  Joseph  Cloughley,  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  of  Scot- 
land, and  taken  frem  the  "Belfast  Weekly  News,"  will  give  a  bird's-eye  view  of  what  the 
delegates  did  and  what  they  enjoyed  during  those  few  days  in  Dublin  amongst  the 
members  and  office  bearers  of  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  Ireland. 
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THE  TRIENNIAL  COUNCIL  MEETINGS  IN  DUBLIN 

A     SKETCH. 
BY    THE    A.  G.S.    FOR    SCOTLAND. 


The  thirteenth  Triennial  Session  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  of  the  World 
has  come  and  gone,  and  Dublin  on  every  hand  is  to  be  complimented  on  the  kindness  and 
generous  hospitality  it  extended  to  the  delegates.  From  the  Colonies  and  the  States,  from 
England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland,  they  attended.  Tuesday  evening,  14th  inst.,  saw  them  in 
Ireland's  capital,  and  Wednesday  morning  saw  them  assemble  in  the  concert-room  of  the 
Rotunda  to  discuss  and  promote  a  universal  Orangeism.  The  Earl  of  Erne  was  present, 
and  gave  his  counsel  and  advice.  He  was  the  most  interesting  personage  from  the  home 
countries.  From  across  the  seas  the  brother  with  most  and  greatest  Orange  honours,  was 
the  heroic  Bro.  David  Graham.  He  it  is,  perhaps  more  than  any  other,  that  has  carried  the 
Orange  cause  to  victory  in  the  States.  In  187 1,  when  shots  were  fired,  and  blood  was 
shed  in  the  streets  of  New  York  city,  because  Orangemen  dared  assert  themselves  and 
walk  as  they  did  in  the  home  land,  he  it  was  who  bore  aloft  the  Orange  standard,  and 
brought  it  safely  home,  though  danger  threatened  him,  and  bullets  pierced  the  flag.  To 
see  him  and  hear  him  is  to  be  inspired  with  fresh  Orange  enthusiasm.  Bearing  a  stately 
figure,  with  a  master  mind,  a  gifted  orator  with  a  commanding  voice,  he  is  veritably  a  leader 
of  men.  Ireland,  and  the  North  of  Ireland  too,  which  has  given  so  many  stalwart  Orange- 
men to  the  world,  is  his  birthplace,  but  he  lives  in  New  York,  under  the  stars  and  stripes, 
and  his  whole  life's  work  seems  to  be  devoted  to  advancing  Orangeism,  which  he  loves 
with  all  his  heart,  and  by  it  bringing  closer  together  in  the  bonds  of  friendship  this  Britain 
of  ours  and  that  American  land,  the  land  of  his  adoption. 

Of  the  business  done  at  the  meeting  nothing  need  be  here  said — that  will  be  found  on 
another  page.  What  was  done  was  thoroughly  done,  for  Bro.  Graham  presided,  and 
Orangeism  could  not  produce  a  better  or  more  experienced  chairman.  Tuesday  forenoon, 
Tuesday  afternoon,  Wednesday  forenoon,  and  Wednesday  afternoon,  were  taken  up  with 
business,  business,  business.  On  Wednesday  evening  the  delegates,  by  invitation,  attended 
the  annual  demonstration  of  the  Dublin  Orangemen  again  in  the  Rotunda,  and  in  that  same 
hall — the  Round-room — where  recently  there  was  chair  throwing  and  chair-breaking  extra- 
ordinary by  our  opponents  the  Nationalists,  who  on  the  occasion  once  more  demonstrated 
their  fitness  or  unfitness  for  Home  Rule  by  showing  if  they  got  their  parliament  in  College 
Green  it  is  not  -^.t  peace  they  would  be,  but  in  pieces.     As  thej  Irishman  might  say,  this 
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meeting  of  the  Dublin  brethren  was  a  great  meeting  "entirely."  Two  young  ladies  dressed 
in  light  summer  garb,  who  attended,  were  heard  to  remark  on  noticing  the  crowded  state 
of  the  hall,  that  they  did  not  previously  think  there  were  so  many  Protestants  in  Ireland,  let 
alone  Dublin.  But  they  were  ladies,  and  so  must  be  excused.  Here  there  was  no  end  of 
speaking,  and  good  speaking,  each  speaker  seeming  better  than  another. 

On  Thursday  evening  there  were  again  floods  of  eloquence  at  the  grand  banquet,  over 
which,  as  on  the  previous  evening,  the  Earl  of  Erne  presided.  Our  brethren  from  the 
States  were  loud  in  their  praise  of  their  flag  of  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  while  the  brethren  from 
Canada  as  well  as  the  brethren  of  the  home  countries  spoke  as  highly  of  the  good  old  Union 
Jack,  which  rules  the  seas  and  Ireland,  and  will  rule  both  till  time  is  no  more.  Many  were 
the  jokes  and  stories  told,  and  all  in  a  good  humoured,  mirth-giving  way.  "  Ladies,"  said 
dear  old  Bro.  Canon  O'Connor,  were  "stars"  before  marriage,  and  "stripes"  afterwards. 
The  U.S.A.  brethren  joined  heartily  in  the  laughter.  Evident  it  was  that  John  Bull  and 
Jonathan  his  cousin  wanted  to  be  more  than  cousins.  They  wanted  to  be  brothers.  Every 
place  the  brethren  from  the  States  attended,  from  the  Glasgow  meeting  to  the  close  of  the 
Dublin  series,  there  was  seen  the  American  flag.  So  much  of  it  did  we  see  that  we  think 
we  see  it  still. 

Friday  was  given  up  to  excursions  through  Dublin  and  the  visiting  of  its  many  interest- 
ing places,  amongst  them  the  Bank  of  Ireland,  Museum,  St.  Patrick's  Cathedral,  Christ 
Church,  Phoenix  Park,  and  Glasnevin.  The  Scottish  delegates  were  fortunate  in  getting  a 
typical  Irish  jarvey,  who  could  crack  a  joke  and  sing  an  old  "  come  all  ye  "  with  any  one. 
Friday  night  there  was  a  reception  of  the  Black  Sir  Knights.  At  the  business  part  of  the 
meeting  Bro.  Hunt  W.  Chambre  presided,  and  at  the  reception  Bro.  Rev.  Dr.  Moffatt. 
Like  the  Orange  banquet,  it  was  late,  or  rather  early,  in  the  morning  ere  eloquence  and 
mirth  began  to  ebb. 

Saturday  came,  and  notwithstanding  the  slumber  we  had  lost  during  the  week,  we  were 
all  at  Amiens  Street  Station  before  9  a.m.,  fresh  as  daisies  and  jubilant  in  spirit,  for  we 
were  bound  for  the  Valley  of  the  Boyne.  At  ten  the  train  steamed  into  Drogheda,  that 
town  which  since  the  Union  has  been  determinedly  in  favour  of  repeal  and  decidedly  "  agin 
the  Government."  There  Romanists — our  jarvey  told  us — are  to  Protestants  as  thirteen  to 
one.  We  filled  two  brakes  and  five  cars.  As  usual  the  Stars  and  Stripes  were  unfurled, 
and  one  place  there  was  where  a  shout  was  heard  from  an  irate  "  bhoy "  of  Drogheda, 
"Take  that  flag  down  !"  But  the  cry  was  heeded  not.  Boldly  it  waved  both  going  and 
coming. 

Through  streets  broad  and  narrow  we  drove,  past  houses  high  and  low,  slated  and 
thatched,  and  with  windows  large  and  small.  It  was  market  day  in  the  town,  and  women 
in  donkey  carts,  driving  donkeys  shaggy  and  unshaggy,  passed  inwards  as  we  drove  out- 
wards. Our  jarvey,  who  had  been  43  years  on  the  road,  was  a  jovial  old  fellow,  ruddy  in 
face,  with  bushy  beard,  and  one  of  Drogheda's  true  Catholics.  Still,  he  gave  us  a  deal  of 
information.  As  we  passed  the  Court-house  at  Mell,  "  There,"  says  he,  "  is  where  John 
Dillon  got  sentenced  to  six  months'  imprisonment."  "  And  what  for  ?  "  says  we.  "  For 
speaking,"  was  the  answer.  "  He  was  up  there  beyant  at  Tullyallan  and  delivered  a  spache, 
and  they  tuk  him  and  give  him  six  months."  "  Served  him  right,"  says  we.  Of  course  we 
guessed  the  sort  of  speech  the  Noble  John  made.  The  hill  from  which  James  viewed  the 
battle,  the  hollow  which  sheltered  and  hid  from  sight  William's  cavalry,  where  William  slept 
the  night  before  the  battle,  and  also  in  the  distance  the  Hill  of  Slane,  where  St.  Patrick,  as 
our  jarvey  said,  "  lit  the  first  bonfire  in  Ireland,"  were  faithfully  pointed  out.     At  last  with 
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cheers  we  reached  the  obelisk,  and  as  we  dismounted  and  walked  across  the  bridge  there 
were  again  cheers  for  the  Boyne  and  singing  of — 

"  July  the  first  in  Oldbridge  town, 
There  was  a  grievous  battle, 
Where  many  a  man  lay  on  the  ground 
By  the  cannon  that  did  rattle." 

Ivy  leaves  were  plucked,  various  sorts  of  grasses  were  pulled,  and  bottles  were  even  filled 
with  water,  each  member  of  the  party  being  desirous  to  take  home  something  as  a  memento 
of  the  visit. 

As  we  waited  viewing  the  obelisk,  and  imagining  as  best  we  could  the  disposition  of 
the  contending  forces,  the  little  launch  Ros-na-Righ  pulled  up.  We  boarded  her,  and  soon 
to  the  click,  click  of  the  little  engines  we  were  sailing  up  Boyne's  fair  stream.  A  crimson 
handkerchief,  the  colour  of  Derry's  'Prentice  Boys,  flattered  bravely  at  the  bow,  while  the 
Stars  and  Stripes  of  the  States  waved  gaily  at  the  stern.  Onwards  we  sailed  between  fertile 
fields  where  cattle  quietly  browsed,  and  where  grass  was  green  with  a  greenness  only  to  be 
found  in  Erin's  green  isle.  In  the  near  distance  were  tree-clad  hills  looking  one  huge  mass 
of  foliage,  and  above  all  a  clear  blue  sky,  from  which  the  sun  of  heaven  shone  brilliantly 
upon  us.  Altogether  it  was  an  enchanting  sail,  giving  all  along  glimpses  of  scenery  which 
for  beauty  few  districts  could  surpass.  All  too  soon  we  arrived  at  Slane,  where  again  the 
hospitality  of  our  Irish  brethren  was  manifest.  In  an  open  tent  erected  over  the  green 
sward  we  were  entertained  to  dinner.  Then  after  a  short  stay  we  again  mounted  the  brakes 
and  started  out  for  Drogheda.  On  the  way  we  visited  Dowth  Tumulus,  a  mighty  cham- 
bered cairn  or  pre-historic  sepulchre,  forming  one  of  Ireland's  wonders.  Two  pretty  little 
cherry-cheeked  Irish  colleens  favoured  us  with  candles  and  matches,  and  down  we  went  to 
explore.  Stooping  down  we  entered  the  subterranean  passage,  at  the  end  of  which — where 
arms  stretch  right  and  left  forming  a  cross — we  were  able  to  stand  upright.  Here  the  West 
Australian  delegate  began  to  explain  the  process  of  gold-mining,  while  the  Canadian  clergy- 
man held  up  his  hands  in  awe,  exclaiming — "  Wonderful,  wonderful,  wonderful.  I  have 
travelled  almost  3,000  miles,  and  to  see  this  is  worth  it  all.  Dear  me.  Dear  me."  Then 
back  we  crept  and  up  again  we  went  to  the  light  of  day. 

On  returning  to  the  obelisk  the  machines  again  halted,  and  off  we  ran  to  visit  the  spot 
where  it  was  said  brave  Schomberg  fell.  About  four  hundred  yards  from  the  obelisk,  and 
along  the  south  bank  of  the  river,  stands  a  pretty  little  Irish  cottage.  A  young  man  was 
working  in  front.  We  spoke  to  him  and  explained  what  we  wanted.  With  characteristic 
Irish  courtesy  he  allowed  us  to  enter  the  gateway  and  pass  to  the  back  of  the  house,  where 
just  across  a  wire  fence  is  a  stone  standing  about  nine  inches  above  the  ground  and  semi- 
circular at  the  top,  with  the  plain  and  simple  inscription  "  1690."  The  branch  of  a  tree 
overhangs  the  spot,  and  there,  it  is  said,  with  what  authority  we  do  not  know,  William's 
gallant  general  received  his  mortal  wound. 

Again  the  drive  was  started,  and  this  time  we  drove  right  into  Drogheda  town,  where 
tea  was  waiting  us.  Before  we  left  the  hall  there  was  moved  the  sincere  and  grateful 
thanks  of  the  party  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  for  the  generosity  it  had  shown. 
Ireland,  we  always  knew,  was  beautiful,  and  its  people,  we  always  knew,  were  hospitable, 
but  we  now  had  higher  opinions  still  of  Ireland's  beauty  and  its  people's  hospitality.  Then 
the  station  and  the  parting — and  what  hand  shaking  there  was.  Some  went  south  again 
to  Dublin,  others  northwards  to  Belfast,  or  intermediate  stations. 
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Sabbath  was  quiet,  but  it,  too,  had  its  meeting.  A  special  Orange  meeting  was  held 
in  the  Rotunda,  where  Rev.  Bro.  Lemmon,  of  the  United  States,  preached,  and  when  a 
collection  was  taken  up  in  aid  of  Orange  charities. 

Thus  ended  the  Dublin  meetings  in  connection  with  the  thirteenth  session  of  the 
Orange  Triennial  Council.  Now  the  delegates  are  scattered,  and  never  more  shall  all  meet 
again  on  this  earth.  But  good  has  resulted.  From  the  Earl  of  Erne  downwards,  all  acknow- 
ledged that.  The  world-wide  character  of  the  Orange  Institution  has  been  demonstrated, 
and  those  two  flags,  America's  Stars  and  Stripes  and  England's  Union  Jack,  have  by  the 
meetings  been  brought  much  closer  together.  The  great  Anglo-Saxon  race  is  now  more 
united  than  ever.  Long  may  their  flags  float  side  by  side,  emblems  of  liberty  the  wide 
world  over.  Long  may  the  countries  continue  together  their  glorious  onward  march,  hold- 
ing fast  those  Protestant  principles  which  have  made  them  rich  and  great  and  strong.  The 
eye  of  Rome  is  on  each.  Next  to  Britain,  America  is  the  prize  she  aims  at.  Let  the  one 
take  warning  from  the  other,  and  let  both  work  hand  in  hand  and  shoulder  to  shoulder  to 
stem  the  withering  influence  of  Popery,  ever  remembering  that — 

"  No  flower  cau  bloom 
Where  Rome  unchecked  hath  elbow  room." 

To  our  brethren  from  across  the  seas,  farewell ! 

You,  and  we  who  still  remain  in  these  dear  little,  tight  little  islands,  take  away  with  us 
happy  and  pleasant  memories  of  Dublin  and  its  brethren.  It  may  be  long  ere  we  visit 
them  again,  but,  if  never  again,  so  long  as  memory  lasts  we'll  revere  their  name.  To  our 
Irish  brethren  we  give  the  old  message — ■ 


And  again — 


Stand  you  but  firm,  we  will  enforce  again 
One  realm,  one  rule,  unsevered  by  the  sea." 


"  With  St.  George  and  with  St.  Andrew, 
St.  Patrick  still  shall  join, 
And  the  Rose  enfold  the  Shamrock 
From  the  Shannon  to  the  Boyne." 


The  Thistle  is  not  mentioned,  but,  depend  upon  it,  it  too  shall  find  its  proper  place 
twined  inseparably  with  the  Shamrock  and  the  Rose.
